Predicted £20Qm funding shortfall sees 

County Hall planning to axe 600-700 posts 


HUNDREDS of jobs will be lost 
over the next three years as Kent 
County Council struggles against a 
predicted £200 million funding 
shortfall. 

Finance chiefs at County Hall are readying 
themselves for drastic reductions in the 
amount of money they receive from the 
Government, regardless of who wins the next 
general election. 

About £42m of savings have already been 
identified from next year’s budget, but a fur¬ 
ther £10m still needs to be cut - and between 
600-700 posts will be axed. 

KCC employs more than 40,000 staff. 

However, the authority says it is confident 
the shortfall will not affect frontline services

and the majority of jobs lost will be through 
natural wastage and non-replacement of staff 
who leave. 

Any council tax increases should also be 
kept to a minimum and will most likely be 
below last year’s rise of 2.4 per cent. 

Cabinet member for finance Cllr John 
Simmonds said: “I think what’s important is 
that we haven’t been idle and we’ve already 
saved £110m over the last three years because 
we always knew the gravy train was going to 
halt. 

“It would have been foolish not to plan ahead 
and we would be a terribly irresponsible author¬ 
ity if we said we will worry about it next year. 

“The headline news looks alarming, but life 


isn’t going to grind to a halt. By having foresight 
we can minimise the effects, and although it 
looks frightening on the face of it, I think we 
have the time to look at alternative ways of 
doing things.” 

KCC officers have been instructed to come 
up with cost-cutting proposals over the next 
few weeks, including a review of frontline serv¬ 
ices to see how funds can be spent more effi¬ 
ciently. This is likely to result in a major staff 
reorganisation and a possible sharing of office 
accommodation with other public sector part¬ 
ners like the NHS. 

Cllr Simmonds said existing initiatives were 
already saving the authority cash, such as a 
permit scheme that prohibits utilities 
companies from digging up and subsequently

Boris keen 
on ‘bravest’ 
airport plan

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
appears determined to push on 
with his demands for a Thames 
Estuary airport, despite dis¬ 
missing the scheme only last 
month. 

His plans were revealed in a leaked doc¬ 
ument shown to the BBC in which he said 
construction of the £40 billion floating air¬ 
port was the “bravest” project the Greater 
London Authority (GLA) could do. 

A spokesman for Mr Johnson said he 
could not comment on the document, but 
confirmed the Mayor believed an estuary 
airport would be valuable for London. 

Just last month, eccentric Mr Johnson 
told the GLA transport committee he had 
no aspirations to construct ‘Boris Island’ off 
the coast of north Kent. 

A spokesman said: “There is a huge 
amount of work to be done before an estu¬ 
ary airport could even begin to go through 
the planning process. Mr Johnson asked 
for an initial feasibility study and has fol¬ 
lowed the report’s recommendation to set 
up a Thames Estuary Steering Group. 

“He believes the complex and critical 
decisions on Britain’s aviation future 
require mature exploration of every possi¬ 
ble option and the steering group’s 
research will be invaluable when deciding 
if a new airport in the estuary could meet 
our future needs.” 

It is believed oil-rich Gulf states have 
expressed interest in bankrolling the 
scheme. Interest in the controversial proj¬ 
ect has also been expressed by the Chinese.

But Kent County Council leader Cllr 
Paul Carter dismissed the latest comments 
from Mr Johnson as “nonsense”. 

He said: “It’s just inconsistent messages 
coming from the Greater London 
Authority. There is no chance of it ever 
being built, so all we can do is make sure 
the unsuitable idea remains sunk.” 

Medway Council, KCC and the RSPB 
have teamed up to fight against the 
airport scheme on the grounds it would 
have a massive impact on the area and 
environment.

damaging the roads without a licence. 

He added: “The review of the frontline serv¬ 
ices is not for us to see what we can get rid of, 
but rather what we can use more efficiently.” 

KCC has an annual budget of £1.5 billion, but 
economists are predicting a 40 per cent cut in 
central government support over the next three 
years. 

County Hall finance director Lynda 
McMullan said local authorities could even be 
struggling for the next decade. 

She added: “We have all more or less come to 
similar conclusions, although some will be hit 
harder than others. Essex County Council, for 
instance, is facing a shortfall of about £300m. 
‘We’re going to have to look at services differ- 


■ FINANCE chiefs have rubbished 
claims Kent County Council may not 
receive as much cash back from Icelandic 
banks as previously expected, writes Steve 
Knight. 

Earlier this week the Telegraph reported 
that Glitnir - in which the authority had 
invested £14.5m of taxpayers’ money - 
had discovered a £670m hole in its 
accounts and might not be able to pay as 
much back to its creditors as first thought. 

However, KCC finance director Lynda 
McMullan says the bank still has enough 
cash to pay back all those institutes that 
have preferred creditor status, including 
the council. 

Ms McMullan added that she still 
expects KCC to recoup more than 92 per 
cent of the £50m total that was frozen in 
the Icelandic banking system, and that the 
situation is completely unrelated to the 
predicted £200m funding shortfall the 
council is currently preparing for. 

ently. As [KCC leader] Paul Carter is fond of 
saying, we might have used gold-plated things 
in the past when galvanised steel might have 
been good enough.” 

Earlier this year about 2,000 KCC workers 
voted for industrial action in protest at being 
offered only a one per cent pay increase, but 
Cllr Simmonds said he expected staff to be 
more understanding this time around. 

He said: “I think there’s a recognition about 
the seriousness of the situation and a feeling 
that people would rather keep their jobs than 
have us pay big salaries. 

We still have to negotiate with staff, but 
there won’t be any five, 10 or 15 per cent 
increases, I can assure you of that. 

“Whatever we do we have to be very pru¬ 
dent, but that won’t come as any surprise to 
our staff.”

RENOWNED children’s author 
Enid Blyton is the subject of a 
new BBC TV drama to be 
screened tomorrow. 

The former Bromley writer may have died 
41 years ago, but her literary creations - 
including Noddy and The Famous Five - 
are still enjoyed by millions of youngsters 
around the world. 

The first of BBC Four’s three-part Women 
We Loved series, Enid features Oscar-nom¬ 
inated actress Helena Bonham Carter in 
the lead role as well as Spooks actor 
Matthew Macfadyen and Star Wars veteran 
Denis Lawson. 

Director James Hawes told KOS Media 
Blyton’s life made for a fasci¬ 
nating biopic. 

He said: “She was a formi¬ 
dable woman and you have to 
admire anyone who has the 
sort of determination she had 
to be exactly what they want 
to be. 

“She was so absolutely cer¬ 
tain that she had a particular 
gift for writing and connecting 
with her audience that she was 
able to turn it into a hugely 
successful career. 

“But you also have to feel sorry for her 
because she had such an unhappy child¬ 
hood that left her deeply scarred. 

“Also, her uterus never fully developed 
and to some extent she was forever a child. 
Although that allowed her to understand 
children better, it also left her less well- 
equipped for adult life. The film is both 
upbeat and sad. At the time of her marriage 
and the publication of her first book, Blyton 
was joyful and euphoric. 

“But it’s also deeply sad when you look 
at how much of her life went wrong and 
what she was unable to cope with. She

ended up a very lonely woman.” 

Blyton, who died aged 71, 
attended St Christopher’s School 
in Beckenham, Bromley, between 
1907 and 1915 and left as head 
girl. In the BBC drama, her first husband, 
Hugh Pollock, will be played by Macfadyen, 
while Lawson takes up the role of Blyton’s 
second spouse, Kenneth Darrell Waters. 

Mr Hawes said Bonham Carter - who 
received a Best Actress Oscar nomination 
for her part in the 2007 musical Sweeney 
Todd - was the perfect choice to play the 
author. 

He said: “She gives an extraordinary por¬ 
trayal, full of passion and precision, and the 
way she tells Blyton’s story is just amazing. 

“She put such a lot of effort into it and 


even taught herself how to write the signature 
that’s on all of Blyton’s books. 

“A lot of people know Helena from playing 
offbeat characters in Harry Potter and 
Sweeney Todd, so to see her play a real-life 
person with such great detail is fantastic.” 

The two other stars due to be featured in the 
Women We Loved series are singer and come¬ 
dian Gracie Fields, and ballerina Margot 
Fonteyn.

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NHS security vow 

HOSPITAL chiefs have pledged to tighten the 
security of patients’ personal information after 
a fourth laptop computer containing health 
records was stolen. 

Four laptops have been taken from 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
hospitals within the space of a month - one of 
which was not security protected and con¬ 
tained audiology test results for 33 patients. 

The Information Commissioner’s Office 
(ICO) found the trust in breach of the Data 
Protection Act and chief executive Glenn 
Douglass has signed an agreement with the 
ICO in which he vows to improve security. 

New pecking order 

TOUGHER, seagull-proof bags are to be test¬ 
ed where the birds have been pecking their 
way through rubbish sacks. 

Seven roads in Ramsgate have been selected 
for the trial after complaints about litter. 

In all, 220 properties will get reusable sacks 
and the pilot will run from February to 
September, 2010. Standard black sacks will be 
put inside the tougher polypropylene bags and 
left out for collection.

Coastal energy park plan 
floated by Tory shadow 


A MARINE energy park should be built on 
the Kent coast to take advantage of its close¬ 
ness to the Continent, says an influential MP. 

Shadow energy and climate change secre¬ 
tary Greg Clark says if the Government had 
funded such an initiative 10 years ago, the 
county could already be leading the way in 
using wind and tidal power to provide elec¬ 
tricity to the rest of Europe. 

The Tunbridge Wells MP spoke 
of his vision for such a park - 
which would see a cluster of busi¬ 
nesses sharing resources and 
expertise - at a marine energy 
summit in Ramsgate, on Tuesday. 

He told KOS Media afterwards 
that should the Conservatives win 
power at the next general election, 
developing a strong renewable 
energy sector will be one of the 
party’s priorities. 

Mr Clark said: “Kent’s coastline 
is an amazing resource and 
unique in the UK due to its prox¬ 
imity to the Continent. 

“It’s feasible that we should be providing 
electricity to the rest of Europe from some¬ 
where like Ramsgate because it would be a 
lot quicker and easier to set up from there. 

‘We have a national emergency with ener¬ 
gy and the Government is forecasting power 
cuts by 2017, so we desperately need more 
energy. 

“Oil and gas prices have been volatile and

we could end up paying much more for it in 
the future. There are also our climate change 
objectives to consider. Burning oil and gas is 
harmful to the environment and we need to 
find ways to reduce it. 

“Nowhere else in the EU has the natural 
resources we do and we ought to be a world 
leader in this field, but instead we are one of 
the least-developed countries in Europe.” 

The marine energy summit - 
which was co-hosted by the Tories’ 
South Thanet parliamentary can¬ 
didate Laura Sandys - was held 
at the Portobello Restaurant’s 
function room. 

As well as leading figures from 
the renewable energy sector, the 
meeting was also attended by rep¬ 
resentatives from the University 
of Kent and Kent County Council. 

Mr Clark said he felt the 
Government should also be hav¬ 
ing public discussions about the 
issue. He said: “The Government 
has had its head in the sand for 10 
years. They should have known North Sea oil 
and gas was going to run out, but they’ve 
done nothing. 

“If we had established energy parks 10 
years ago Kent might already be exporting 
energy abroad rather than us just sitting 
here talking about it.”

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French ‘should pay 


Stack compensation’

PEOPLE and businesses that 
lose money because of Operation 
Stack could have a case for com¬ 


pensation against the French 
government. 

That’s the view of Kent County Council 
leader Cllr Paul Carter who told delegates - 
including ministers and industry insiders - 
at a meeting on Tuesday that legal advice 
had been sought over the impact of French 
strikes on Kent and its economy 

The meeting at the House of Lords was 
part of a traffic campaign started by KCC to 
deal with problems on the county’s roads. 

During Stack the M20 is turned into a giant 
lorry park, causing hold-ups and traffic chaos 
in the area, with huge financial losses for busi¬ 
ness. Stack is mainly implemented due to 
French industrial action that blocks the ports, 
stopping lorries using cross-Channel ferries. 

Cllr Carter said: “The misery caused to 
tens and thousands of people affected by the 
strikes and the impact on businesses and 
travel plans should not be underestimated. 
The closure of Calais harms our economy.” 



Deadly driver 
to be deported 


A MAN found guilty of causing death by 
dangerous driving after an elderly man was 
struck by his out-of-control car has been 
jailed. 

Khuram Mahfooz, 24, of Lincoln Road, 
Maidstone, was driving at speed along 
Cumberland Avenue in the county town on 
June 27, 2008, when he mounted the pave¬ 
ment, striking 75-year-old Sidney Freeman 
and his wife from behind as they were 
walking home. 

Mr Freeman died at the scene and his 
wife suffered a broken ankle. Mahfooz was 
also charged with having no insurance or 
MoT. 

He was sentenced to three years in 
prison and will be deported to Pakistan on 
completion of his jail term.

Blockading 


It is estimated by the Federation of Small 
Businesses that blockades at Calais and the 
subsequent stoppage of crossings costs the 
UK haulage industry £1 million a day. 

And with delays on deliveries and traffic 
problems caused by Operation Stack a fur¬ 
ther £500,000 is lost daily. 

Cllr Carter said the French authorities 
could be in breach of EU rules governing the 
free movement of people and goods when 
they fail to take action against illegal strik¬ 
ers blockading French ports. This might 
mean businesses and residents affected by 
strikes could receive compensation for losses. 

Cllr Carter said: “With the French authori¬ 
ties failing to take action against illegal strike 
action in Calais they are in breach of Article 


28 of the European Commission Treaty. This 
means they could be liable for damages 
caused to people who are affected by the 
blockades. I have written to Lord Mandelson 
about it. Our Government needs to take this 
matter to the French Government. It’s up to 
the Government to sort this problem out.” 

Business secretary Lord Mandelson has 
agreed to pursue the issue. Cllr Carter also 
called for a long-term answer to Stack. 

“It is essential to find a solution, but we 
need to find the means to fund it,” he said. 
“Charges should be imposed on foreign lorry 
drivers using UK roads, which would pay for 
infrastructure and a long-term plan to deal 
with Operation Stack. 

“Thousands could be raised through this. 
Foreign lorry drivers already have an advan¬ 
tage over UK hauliers by filling up with 
cheaper fuel before coming to Britain.” 

As part of KCC’s traffic campaign, a formal 
complaint has been made to the European 
Commission to highlight the effect of strike 
action on the county. 

Further concerns were raised about the 
planned expansion of Calais port. 

In 2007, about four million lorries passed 
through Kent via the Port of Dover and this 
figure is expected to rise by two-thirds over 
the next 30 years. This could mean even 


more HGVs parked on the M20 in the event of 
strikes. But Cllr Paul Watkins, leader of Dover 
District Council, said his authority was backing 
the Calais port plans. 

“It is crucial for the economy of the UK and 
Europe that both the ports are able to gear-up to 
accommodate future growth,” he said. 

“In the face of an ever-expanding international 
market, if one is to grow, the other needs to keep 
pace if balance is to be maintained.” 

KCC is also pushing for a third Thames cross¬ 
ing to improve connections with the rest of the 
UK, and greater use of Kent International 
Airport at Manston in Thanet.

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Brown’s whistlestop tour reveals Dungeness is still a future option for nuclear plant 


New atom plant not 
completely ruled out, 
says Prime Minis ter

PRIME Minister Gordon Brown 
has revealed that Dungeness will 
not be completely ruled out as a 
possible location for a new 
nuclear power station. 

His announcement came during a visit to 
Kent on Thursday, just days after Dungeness 
was dismissed from a list of 11 shortlisted 
sites. He said: “We only announced the first 
round therefore the chance of this happening 
here [in Dungeness] is still something that 
has got to be looked at for the future. 

“The sources of expertise and technology in 
this region are very good indeed and I think 
for the future it’s going to be very much part 
of our plans.” 

His comments follow MP Michael 
Howard’s vow to fight the Government’s 
decision to scrap plans for a new nuclear 
power station at Dungeness. 

The Tory politician, who represents 
Folkestone and Hythe, told Kent on Sunday 
he was disappointed with energy secretary 
Ed Miliband’s announcement that the site 
had been dropped. Mr Howard promised to 
do all he could to overturn the decision. 

Had the site been approved, the new 
Dungeness C reactor would have seen about 
2,000 workers employed during construction 
and a further 350-450 over a 60-year period. 

But it was revealed in the House of 
Commons on Monday that it had not been 
shortlisted due to the “adverse affect” it 
would have on the area’s unique ecosystem, 
based on advice from Natural England, an 
advisory body on the environment. 

This is despite the fact Dungeness B is 
already running at the site, employing more 
than 500 people directly and generating elec¬ 
tricity for more than a million homes. 

Mr Howard said: “I’ve raised my views and 
spoken to the Secretary of State and I have 
been assured that Natural England’s advice 
will not be given a veto. This development 
isn’t just important for employment, we need

to get as much nuclear power as we can. 

“There is already a power station at 
Dungeness, so why another can’t be built is 
exactly the point I am trying to raise. I will 
do all I can to fight the Government - and 
the new government if one is voted in next 
year - to get this decision overturned.” 

Dungeness owner EDF also expressed dis¬ 
appointment at the announcement and said 
it would respond to the Government’s deci¬ 
sion once it had read the draft National 
Nuclear Policy Statement (NNPS) and 
understood reasons for the exclusion. 

A spokesman said: “Dungeness is an 
extremely important site for EDF Energy 
and the company is fully committed to the 
community and employees at the site. 

“We plan to operate Dungeness B until at 
least 2018 and will extend its life beyond 
that if it is both safe and economic to do so. 

“It is important to note that the draft 
NNPS is focused on sites the Government 
judges could be important for delivering low- 
carbon, nuclear electricity by 2025. 

“Many people believe that beyond 2025 the 
UK will need even more low-carbon electric¬ 


ity and, if this is the case, further develop¬ 
ment at Dungeness could well prove to be in 
the national interest at a future date.” 

Officials at Shepway District Council said 
they had been left “puzzled” by the 
Government’s decision. 

An official said: “There has been a power 
station at Dungeness since the late 1950s. It 
has had no adverse effect on the environ¬ 
ment or coastal erosion and has provided 
hundreds of jobs which communities on the 
Romney Marsh can ill-afford to lose.” 

But Natural England stressed the 
Dungeness habitat was fragile and unique. A 
spokesman said: “Natural England provided 
technical advice that at this strategic stage, 
based on the evidence available, it would be 
extremely unlikely for a proposal at 
Dungeness to meet the requirements of the 
Habitats Regulations.” 

He added that the organisation had 
worked with Dungeness A - which began 
decommissioning work in 2006 - and B for 
many years and valued the co-operative 
working relationship with EDF. 

“The habitat at Dungeness is fragile and 
unique and this has called for particular 
effort on behalf of the stations to conduct 
their business in an environmentally sensi¬ 
tive way to comply with legislation. 

“It is hoped this valuable work will contin¬ 
ue, in partnership with Natural England, to 
protect and enhance the designated sites at 
Dungeness.” 

The RSPB supported Natural England in 
its views and submitted a detailed response 
to the Government stating why Dungeness 
was unsuitable for a new power station. 

Sam Dawes, conservation manager for 
RSPB South East, said: “We are pleased they 
have agreed with our environmental con¬ 
cerns and recognise the area’s international 
importance for wildlife.” 

Speculation that Kingsnorth power sta¬ 
tion, on the Hoo Peninsula, could be used for 
future nuclear development has been dis¬ 
missed by owner E.ON. 
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Question time at 
meet and greet 

THE Prime Minister met community leaders 
during a whistlestop tour of the county. 

Mr Brown joined the 14-strong group at 
Medway Labour group leader Cllr Paul 
Godwin’s Walderslade home on Thursday 
lunchtime, having earlier visited Delphi 
Diesel Systems in Gillingham. 

After being introduced to the group - 
including teachers, sixth-form students and 
minority forum members - Mr Brown fielded 
questions. 

St John’s Infant School headteacher Diana 
Keating asked if anything could be done to 
help save the school from closure, while All 
Saints’ Community Project manager called 
for more regular and assured funding. 

After the informal meeting Mr Brown spent 
five minutes with the media. On the topic of 
rail fares, the Prime Minister said: “The most 
important thing to say is that prices are 
linked to inflation and the Retail Price Index 
has not been going up. 

Confident 

“Fares could be kept at a similar level next 
year based on the fact that inflation is very 
low. Interest is low for homeowners and I 
think people appreciate that.” 

On the chances of Labour retaining its 
three seats in Medway in the next general 
election, Mr Brown said he was confident 
the electorate would back them. 

“We’ve got great MPs in Medway,” he 
said. “We’ve been working very hard to get 
through this difficult recession: protecting 
services and at the same time creating new 
job opportunities and better local services.” 

With regard to the plight of St John’s and 
Ridge Meadow schools - both earmarked 
for closure by Tory-run Medway Council, 
Mr Brown added: “We’re trying to do our 
best, with Every Child Matters funding 
going up. There has been no directive to 
close schools. The council should listen to 
parents.” 

After the meeting Mr Brown travelled to 
Maidstone. He is believed to have been in a 
meeting with town centre manager Bill Moss 
and other representatives at the town hall to 
discuss the Kent International Gateway. 
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A SCIENTIST has stressed the 
need for worldwide cooperation to 
tackle the global problem of food 
security as the population contin¬ 
ues to grow, writes Marijke Cox. 

Dr Chris Atkinson, head of science at East 
Mailing Research (EMR), said every country 
has to be on board to help guarantee sustain¬ 
able food sources, while also limiting the 
impact production has on climate change. 

He said: “Kent in particular can play a part 
in ensuring levels of food productivity are 
kept up. This county is perceived as the 
Garden of England. 

“Many fruits grow here, but with climate 
change and warmer weather, fruits such as 
apricots, peaches and cherries - water-based 
fruit that didn’t grow here before - will start 
to be produced. 

“Other crops may also be moved elsewhere 
in the UK to suit the changing climate.” 

Summit 

His comments come in the run up to the 
Copenhagen summit next month, where 
representatives from 160 countries will 
look at issues surrounding climate change, 
one of which is the production of food. EMR 
specialises in horticultural research and 
development. 

Dr Atkinson also backed calls by the Royal 
Society for the UK to plough £200 million a 
year for the next decade into research to help 
ensure the UK and the rest of the world have 
access to the right crops and levels of produc¬ 
tivity to ensure food security, while mitigat¬ 
ing climate change. 

He said: “By 2050, the global population 
will have grown to nine billion and all these 
people need to be fed. 

“Diets are also changing in places like 
India and China where people are becoming 
more affluent. Every country has to make 
compromises with food exports to make 
sure people worldwide are fed - not just

their own countries.” He added: “Improved 
methods also have to be looked into with 
irrigation and water efficiency, and systems 
have to be put in place to decrease the 
amount of nitrogen produced through fer¬ 
tilisers. The input of nitrogen as an issue 
impacting on climate change must be an 
immediate research priority. 

“The over-application of nitrogen-based fer¬ 
tilizers can lead to pollution entering water 
courses and, worryingly, produces nitrous 
oxide which is 300 times more aggressive 
than carbon dioxide as a greenhouse gas.” 

The report by the Royal Society was also 
welcomed by Dr Ian Graham-Bryce, chair¬ 
man of East Mailing Trust for Horticultural 
Research, the UK’s largest independent fun¬ 
der of fruit research. 


He said: “Through our funding for EMR it 
is clear there is an enormous amount of work 
that could be done in terms of genetics, 
pathology, entomology and soil science to 
enhance production and mitigate climate 
change. The primary focus at EMR is how to 
help the industry increase yields to strength¬ 
en our food security and reduce the impact of 
production on the environment. 

“At the heart of the issue of food security is 
the alarming contraction in the nation’s sci¬ 
entific base and with it our ability to develop 
new techniques and breed varieties able to 
withstand the impact of climate change and 
deliver the yields to feed ourselves.” 
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‘Jury still out 
on Kent TV’ 

A REVIEW praising the service provided by 
Kent TV has been attacked for not taking 
the views of the public into account. 

Kent County Council needs to decide 
before Christmas whether to extend the 
internet TV station’s contract beyond next 
March, and it commissioned the consultan¬ 
cy firm Capgemini to report on its perform¬ 
ance over the last two years. 

The review states the general response to 
the Kent TV pilot from interviews with 36 
people was positive, although 16 of those 
spoken to were in some way connected to 
KCC or the channel. 

The remainder were stakeholders from 
bodies such as Kent Police, Heart FM and 
the homeless charity Porchlight. 

At a County Hall meeting on Friday, KCC 
leader Cllr Paul Carter said: “One thing I’m 
certain of is that Kent TV does have enor¬ 
mous potential. 

Decisions 

“But we need to be convinced that in two 
years’ time we have an A-star service rather 
than a B-grade one if we continue with it. 

“But no decisions have been made yet and 
the jury is still out.” 

But Liberal Democrat leader Cllr Trudy 
Dean said the public should have been 
asked for their views. 

She said: “The only relevant figure in this 
report is that there have been just over 2.3 
million views of Kent TV in two years. It’s so 
far cost us £1.6 million, which works out at 
about 80p per viewer. 

“Whatever the potential for this is, it has 
not been realised in the first two years - 
nowhere near. If I’m wrong and there are 
figures to prove it, then for goodness sake 
let’s see them.” 
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Benefits of adopting siblings 


FACT FILE 


A LEADING children’s charity is urging people in Kent to consider 
adopting siblings as the number of youngsters in care soars to more 
than 60,000 nationwide, writes Marijke Cox. 

Adoption experts at Action for Children said too many vulnerable brothers and sisters are 
being split up in the county as adopters opt to take just one child. 

Carol Buckley, service manager at the charity’s south east project, said there is now more 
than ever a desperate need to find loving homes and for vulnerable siblings to stay together. 

Her message comes as National Adoption Week draws to a close and the nationwide figure 
of children in care reaches 60,900. 

About 4,000 of those are waiting to be 
adopted. Ms Buckley said: 'With such a high 
number of children entering care, the need 
for adopters is at an all-time high. To many, 
the idea of adopting more than one child can 
feel overwhelming. 

“However, from our own work we know 
that with the right support, families adopt¬ 
ing siblings can flourish. When siblings enter 
care together and all other family ties have 
been broken, it’s so important that, where 
possible, we keep them together. 

“To do this we desperately need adopters to 
consider if they think they could take on 
more than one child.” 

A lesbian couple who decided to take on 
two young brothers said it was the best thing 
they ever did and urged others to consider it. 

Ali and Kate, from Erith, who are both 
experienced teachers, adopted the boys, now 
nine and 11, six years ago. 

Ali said: “Kate already had children from a 
previous marriage, but I really felt the need 
to have children of my own. The whole adop¬ 
tion process is long and quite intrusive, but I 
wouldn’t want that to put anyone off. 

“We came up against some barriers due to 
the fact we’re a gay couple, which came as 
quite a shock, but in the end we took on two 
boys and they settled really quickly. It’s been 
an amazing journey for all of us.” 


Adoption in Kent 

• On average 100 children are adopted 
in Kent each year. 

• In 2008, KCC placed 90 per cent of 
children with a plan for adoption within 

12 months of the placement order being 
given by the court. 

• In Kent, 1,350 children who have been 
adopted since 1992, a third of these 
receive an ongoing service from KCC’s 
adoption support and special guardian¬ 
ship team. 

• There are more than 800 contact 
arrangements with birth parents and 
their children who have been placed for 
adoption. KCC promotes working in 
partnership with birth parents and new 
adoptive families to encourage contact. 

• On average, 60 new adopters are 
assessed and approved each year. 
Assessment takes eight months and is 
extremely rigorous. Prospective 
adopters need to have demonstrated 
they have dealt with their own life issues 
before they can be considered. 


Ali said keeping the boys together was very 
important: ‘We found out they were originally 
going to be split up so they would be adopted 
immediately,” she said. 

“It was so much better for them to stay 
together. One of the boys was slightly 
chaotic when he came to us and splitting 
them up would have made it worse. 

They still have memories of their moth¬ 
er which they talk about and they really 
need that.” 

Heart FM DJ Toby Anstis, can relate 
to Ali’s story having been adopted with his twin 
sister as a child. “I can’t imagine life without my 
sister Kate,” he said. “We’ve had such a close 
bond since birth. Fortunately we were kept 



together when we were adopted. It’s a special 
bond and understanding that has helped us 
come to terms with being adopted. It’s so impor¬ 
tant that siblings are kept together.” 

Cllr Sarah Hohler, Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for children, 
families and education, said the team at 
KCC are on hand to talk people through 
the process of adoption. 

“It is difficult to put into words the dif¬ 
ference adoptive parents can make to 
the lives of children and young people,” 
she said. “Similarly, those who adopt find hav¬ 
ing a family to be an enriching experience.”

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Laying down the law

LOCAL authorities throughout 
Kent should combine their legal 
teams to give taxpayers better 
value for money claims County 
Halfs expert in the field. 

Geoff Wild is the director of law and 
governance at Kent Ijegal Services, which 
currently serves about 200 public sector 
clients and pumps more than £1.5 million 


per year back into libraries, schools and other 
county' council-run projects. 

In less than a decade Mr Wild has helped 
turn KCCs tiny legal department into a prof¬ 
itable, self-funding company, attracting some 
of the worlds best solicitors, and he told KOS 
Media that merging with teams from other 
local authorities was the next step. 

He said: “Ideally we w T ant to see a Kent-wide 
legal service for the county because at the 
moment w r e have KCC, Medway Council and 
12 district councils all running their own legal 
teams w r hen there’s no need. 

“What we need to do is get together and col¬ 
laborate and have a central body that caters 
for the needs of all, and I think budgetary' 
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pressures are such that everyone is going to 
have to consider it. 

“Not all the councils are welcoming it 
because they want to protect their own servic¬ 
es, but the barriers are going to have to come 
down in the future.* 

Although Legal Services is part of KCC, it 
does not receive an annual budget from the 
council and must instead generate its own 
funds. This means KCC must still pay for the 
legal advice it receives, albeit at a rate of about 
£60 per hour as opposed to the average £200 
per hour quoted by London firms. 

Tins, says Mr Wild, provides taxpayers with 
good value for money because the council then 
saves millions to spend on other areas. 

The profit made by Legal Services is also 
pumped back into the authority every' year. 

To ensure the service remains competi¬ 
tive against firms in the private sector, it 
employs some of the best solicitors and bar¬ 
risters from across the globe, 

A total of 17 languages - including 
Afrikaans, Cantonese, Samoan and Urdu - 
are spoken by a staff of about 80, of which 
about 60 per cent are female. 

Mr Wild said: “The mix of people is some¬ 
thing I take a lot of pride in, and not 
because I'm on some sort of political correct¬ 
ness mission to have a rainbow culture, 
“It's simply' that the best lawyers out 
there have varying backgrounds and expe¬ 
riences behind them. 

Tf we only employed white, middle-aged 
men from Middle England then we would 
have a very' two-dimensional workforce 
with a static view' of the world. 

“Bv bringing in people who have worked 
in every' continent, we can bring richness 
and diversity and something other than 
pure law.”

Mr Wild said one such employee - Pak Tim 
Fung was currently working with Chinese 
investors to try' to convince them to bring their 
businesses to Kent. 

He added that the Legal Services team had 
also had a large part to play in some of the 
county's biggest developments and innova¬ 
tions: “Prom Bluewater to the Turner 
Contemporary and the Fast. Track bus serv ice 
in Hartford, we have touched virtually every 
part of Kent. We are invisible of course, but 
without us none of this would have happened.” 
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TEMPORARY calm has broken out be¬ 
tween landowners and ramblers over new 
legislation giving walkers virtually free 
reign to go anywhere, writes Chris Murphy. 

Kent Ramblers are celebrating as the Marine and 
Coastal Access Bill becomes law. 

They said it opens up the entire South East coastline, 
including Kent, permanently to the public for the first 
time. But a group representing the people who actually 
own the land say they too have won a victory, despite fail¬ 
ing to stop the bill going through. 

The Country Land and Business Association is furious 
the ramblers were given permission to traipse all over 
land that didn’t belong to them. 

The historic bill gained Royal Assent on Thursday and 
will create a 570-mile path round the South East coast, 
enabling the public to walk unobstructed from Gravesend 
to Lymington for the first time. 

Robert Peel, area secretary of the Kent Ramblers said: 
“This follows decades of campaigning by Britain’s walking 
charity, the Ramblers. 

“Currently nearly 50 per cent of the English coast 
has no public right of way, and the public can only walk 
an average 1.9 miles on the coast on a ‘secure or satisfac¬ 
tory path’.” 

He said the South East will see huge improvements to 
coastal access and a vital boost to the rural economy 
thanks to the landmark bill. 

Tom Franklin, head of the Ramblers, added: “The pass¬ 
ing into law of this historic bill will mark a victory for 
everyone who walks in this island nation. 

“The Marine and Coastal Access Act will enshrine a 
very simple principle on the statute books - that every¬ 
one, no matter who they are, where they come from or 
how much money they have has the right to visit all parts 
of the coast which is so much a part of our heritage.” 

He went on: “The Government deserves genuine 
congratulations for having introduced the 
bill. What is now needed is a continued 
commitment to deliver access on the 
ground so people have a chance to enjoy 
the coast.” 

But the CLA said it has only happened 


after it secured a major change to the original proposals. 

It said the bill entered the House of Lords on the final 
straight of its Parliamentary run with major concessions 
won by the CLA. 

While opposing the coastal access part of the bill, the 
CLA has achieved amendments giving coastal landowners 
a vital right of appeal, they said. 

CLA President Henry Aubrey-Fletcher said: “We have 
fought hard for the rights of landowners potentially affect¬ 
ed by this proposed bill and won in several major areas. 

“Highly successful CLA lobbying has led to the right of 
appeal and private parks and gardens being excluded 
from the bill. 

“We have always been against the bill in principle, but 
at least the Government has conceded in some areas. 

“However, it still remains to be seen just how the imple¬ 
mentation of the path will impact on coastal businesses.” 

He added: “The CLA will, of course, be active in advising 
landowners during the implementation process.” 

The new law has also been welcomed by the RSPB as 
a way of safeguarding wildlife both above and below 
the waves. 

It said the legislation must be used to create a network 
of marine conservation zones offering protection for 
important and vulnerable marine species. 

It said two of the 21 sites of national importance are in 
Kent. They are Dover to Kingsdown Cliffs, for fulmar and 
kittiwake, plus the area around Dungeness, Romney 
Marsh and Rye Bay for black-headed gull and cormorant. 

Kittiwake numbers have declined by 36 per cent since 
the start of the millennium. 

Dr Sharon Thompson, senior RSPB marine policy offi¬ 
cer, said: “This Act is a watershed for marine conservation. 

“But, for the Act to be meaningful and help safe¬ 
guard vulnerable marine species, from corals to 
whales, the Government must use these new powers 
to designate sites, otherwise the legislation will be as 
toothless as a sea squirt.”

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Radiologist had almost given up hope - then new detection method worked

A LEADING radiologist behind a 
revolutionary new method that 
uses tiny bubbles to detect cancer 
has revealed how he was one step 
aw T ay from calling off the study. 

Dr Ali Sever, of Maidstone and Tunbridge 
Wells NHS Trust, told this newspaper how r 
failed attempts - while trying to see whether 
breast cancer patients could avoid repeat 
surgery if the disease had spread led him 
to suspect the technique might never work. 

But in a final test, the team behind the 
groundbreaking research found that micro¬ 
bubbles could be used to detect cancer in the 
sentinel lymph node - the first to be affected 
by the disease. 

Dr Sever said: “We had been working on 
the project since 2006 and with one of the 
final tests I thought we had failed altogeth¬ 
er. I had injected the patient twice and was 
about to say it looked like it wouldn't ever 
work, but the third injection revealed that it 
could." 

The procedure - a world first - sees micro¬ 
bubbles injected in a tiny amount of fluid 
into a patient’s breast. The bubbles travel to 
the sentinel lymph node and are detected 
using ultrasound before a biopsy is per-

formed to see if the node is cancerous. 
Usually while undergoing surgery for breast 
cancer, surgeons recommend women allow 
them to remove the sentinel lymph node so 
they can test it for cancer. If it is found to be 
cancerous, the patient must undergo anoth¬ 
er operation to remove all remaining glands 
in the armpit. 

But with the new micro-bubble procedure, 
the node can be located and tested without 
surgery and if it is cancerous can be removed 
at the same time as the main operation. 

Dr Sever said: “One operation is traumatic 
enough for patients, let alone another after 
they have already had surgery." 


The micro-bubble study at Maidstone 
Hospital, published in the British Journal of 
Surgery, has led to calls for Dr Sever to talk 
at conferences worldwide. 

He said: “Micro-bubbles have been used for 
years by cardiologists, but had never been 
injected into the skin before. It took eight 
months to get permission to use micro-bub¬ 
bles for this purpose and for the study to go 
ahead. 

“Now this has been done and the results 
published, other hospitals can do so without 
having to go through the long process we 
did.” 

Dr Sever said for 18 months he and his 


team were uncertain as to whether the injec¬ 
tions would work. 

“We didn’t get any successful results back, 
so I went to Switzerland to see the micro- 
bubbles being used in experiments and 
realised we didn’t have the correct settings 
on the machine used for the injections. I 
came back and adjusted the settings, but the 
first and second injections didn’t work. This 
was when I almost said it wouldn’t work, but 
the third one showed us it could." 

Dr Sever’s team are thrilled with the devel¬ 
opment, which will save thousands of 
women from undergoing unnecessary sur¬ 
gery 

Sue Jones, consultant breast and oncoplas- 
tic surgeon at the trust, said: "Telling women 
who have undergone surgery that they need 
another operation because the cancer has 
spread to the sentinel lymph node is the 
worst news they can hear, a real emotional 
setback. 

“While still traumatic, patients seem to 
deal with the ncw T s much better if they find 
out before the operation that the lymph 
glands have cancer in them." 

About 25 per cent of breast cancer patients 
are found to have cancer in the sentinel 
lymph node and usually require a second 
operation.

a complete mastectomy, followed by 
chemotherapy and a year later 
underwent surgery to have her left 
breast removed to prevent the possi¬ 
bility of developing cancer there. 

She was then referred to Mr 
Jackson at Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital for reconstructive surgery. 
Liking a skin flap from her abdomen, 
Mr Jackson created new breasts, but 
Mrs Gevaux found the appearance of 
them “horrific". 

She claimed her breasts were nei¬ 
ther the same size nor shape and the 
stitching was “crude”. 

It w r as later alleged the technique 
Mr Jackson had used was years out 
of date. In 2004, the surgeon agreed 
to insert a small implant into her

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Child abuse fears 

‘may bring society

and the gender that looks after them, so

AN EXPERT on female sex offend¬ 
ers has warned against parents 
becoming “hyper-vigilant” in 
response to recent high-profile 
child abuse cases. 

Dr Theresa Gannon - senior lecturer in 
forensic psychology at the University of Kent - 
says society risks coming to a standstill if 
people become so cautious they feel unable 
to trust anybody with their children. 

Her comments follow the recent conviction of 
nursery worker Vanessa George, and revela¬ 
tions from ChildLine that the number of calls 
received about female abusers had shot up by 
132 per cent in four years. 

Dr Gannon said: “I think it’s hard for most 
people in society, including professionals in the 
field, to understand why women sexually abuse 


children. It comes down to the preconceived 
beliefs about how women can behave, like they 
can’t do awful things whereas men always do. 
“They are seen as the nurturers of children 


when that is contravened it’s difficult for 
society to accept. In the past there have been 
some cases where children have tried to tell 
someone they’ve been sexually abused by a 
woman only to be told it couldn’t possibly 
have happened. 

“I think these high-profile cases do high¬ 
light the need to watch out for people 
regardless of gender, but what we don’t 
want to get into is a situation where both 
males and females are vilified, because 
hyper-vigilancy like that would bring socie¬ 
ty to a standstill.” 

The ChildLine figures released this week 
show that of 16,094 children who called the 
charity last year, 2,142 told of abuse by a 
woman. 

Men still account for the majority of child 
abuse claims, but the NSPCC said female 
sex abuse was under-reported. 

A contributor of many important publica¬ 
tions about sex offenders, Dr Gannon 
recently interviewed 22 female paedophiles 
to try to understand how and why they 
abuse children. 

She said: “We found that although 
females hold some key similarities to male 
sexual abusers, there are also some key dif¬ 


ferences. For instance, more than half of the 
women I spoke to worked in unison with a 
male offender. You rarely have men working 
with other men in this way. 

“That was interesting because people think 
that if you leave a child with a male you should 
be extra vigilant, but less so if there is also a 
woman present. Obviously having a woman 
there does not necessarily mean a child is safe, 
so it’s just about being aware. 

“Knowing these key differences is crucial 
for raising public awareness of female-perpe¬ 
trated sexual abuse so it can be reported to the 
appropriate authorities.” 

A recent high-profile woman offender was 
Vanessa George who, along with two co-defen¬ 
dants, abused up to 30 babies and toddlers at 
a nursery in Plymouth, and is due to be sen¬ 
tenced on December 15. 

The 39-year-old initially refused to give the 
names of the youngsters involved, but has 
since passed some on to detectives. 

Dr Gannon said: “It was totally up to the 
women who took part in my interviews whether 
they wanted to speak to me or not, but a lot of 
them just wanted to tell someone their story. 

“A lot were in denial, others blamed it on a 
male who was also involved and others agreed 
that they had committed an awful crime.”

A MEMORIAL stone dedicated 
to those killed in an aeroplane 
accident during World War Two 
was unveiled at a service in 
Dartford. 

On July 30, 1941, a British pilot lost 
control of his Hampden Bomber during a 
lightning storm and crashed into a row of 
houses in the East Hill area of the town. 

While he survived the accident, the three 
remaining crew members and three civil¬ 
ians were killed. 

Generation 

Former and serving RAF personnel were 
among those who attended a remembrance 
service for the dead on Tuesday, when a 
memorial plaque was unveiled near the site 
of the accident. 

Dartford Borough Council leader Cllr 
Jeremy Kite said the authority had been 
working with the Shoreham Aircraft 
Museum’s RAF Memorials Project to 
remember those who had lost their lives in 
accidents throughout the borough. 

He said: “It was a fantastic service and one 
that brought home the risk to people on the 
Home Front. 

“It wasn’t just the Armed Forces who were 
at risk, because there were civilians on the

ground who were killed too. Kids from the 
local school attended the service as well, 
which was good because connecting with the 
younger generation is something we feel 
quite strongly about. 

“The younger you are, the greater the 


distance there is between yourself and the 
people who fought in the war. 

“But I think it’s important children 
know what happened so they can put a per¬ 
spective on what is happening in the world 
right now. 

“It’s very important the Armed Forces feel 
the population back home understands 
what they are doing, regardless of the poli¬ 
tics and the ins and outs of it all.” 

The pilot of the Hampden Bomber that 
crashed was Sergeant Baker, who survived 
when the aircraft destroyed numbers 65 to 
69 East Hill, Dartford, either by the direct 
hit or by fire spreading. 

Proud 

Fit Sgt Roy Geater, Sgt William Chambers 
and Sgt Wilfred Butler were all killed in the 
accident, along with civilians Frederick and 
Beatrice Vickery, and Alice Yates. 

Despite his lucky escape on this occasion, 
Sgt Baker tragically died nine days later 
when another Hampden he was travelling 
in disappeared without trace during a raid 
on Kiel in northern Germany. 

When asked why it had taken 68 years for 
a memorial to be put in place, Cllr Kite said: 
“I think it was waiting for someone who 
felt strongly enough about it to come along 
and do it. 

“There were so many of these types of inci¬ 
dents throughout Kent that you couldn’t 
mark all of them, but we do need to bring 
more alive for people and I’m very proud 
that we have here.” 


Puppies abandoned 

TWO puppies in a terrible condition have been 
found dumped in a cardboard box. 

The six-week-old pups were discovered by a 
dog walker at the entrance to a field in Chart 
Sutton, Maidstone, on Tuesday. 

The RSPCA was called and took the mis¬ 
treated dogs to a nearby vet for treatment. 

The Jack Russell terrier-type cross-breed 
puppies had overgrown nails and have suf¬ 
fered fur loss. They were taken to the RSPCA 
Patcham animal centre where they will be 
kept until a new home is found for them. 

This latest incident comes after eight dead 
puppies were found dumped in hedgerow in 
Wrotham Heath last week.

A GOVERNMENT scheme forc¬ 
ing host families in Kent to sign a 
register aimed at protecting for¬ 
eign exchange students from 
child abuse could spell the end of 
the age-old tradition. 

This is according to MPs and headteachers 
in the county who fear the stringent new 
rules will kill off school exchange pro¬ 
grammes altogether, as parents back away 
from the intrusive checks. 

The Department for Children, Schools and 
Families is bringing in the new Vetting 
and Barring Scheme (VBS) to ensure par-

ents are registered with the Independent 
Safeguarding Authority (ISA) before taking 
on foreign students. 

But ministers are also pushing schools to 
obtain Criminal Records Bureau checks, 
despite there being no reported cases of child 
abuse resulting from an exchange trip. 

Former schools minister Michael Fallon 
says the “intrusive” system - which will be in 
place by November next year - could lead to 
less families taking part. 

The Tory MP for Sevenoaks told KOS 
Media the strict rules would deter some 
1 parents, meaning their children would 
miss out on a return exchange visit. 

“This will only make us more insular,” he 
said. “I think the Government should 
rethink these plans especially as there is no 
evidence of problems happening in the past. 


“It will certainly deter families from taking 
part in the schools exchange programme. 

“This could result in the loss of a number of 
exchange trips where families won’t want to 
take part because of the intrusive checks.” 

Rose Coldwell, headteacher of Clarendon 
House Grammar School in Ramsgate - which 
was granted specialist language school status 
in 2004 - agreed the policy will have a detri¬ 
mental effect on the exchange system. 

Safety 

“It will kill it completely,” she said. 

“I’ve been teaching for 30 years and I’ve 
never heard of a case of child abuse linked 
with foreign exchange trips. 

“Schools know what’s going on with their 
students, and the parents and would never 
put a child at risk. The safety of children is 
paramount, but I don’t think this new system 
needs to be brought in.” 

Mrs Coldwell said students benefit from 
the exchange trips, not only in learning other 


languages but by making lifelong friends. 

“My son is 31-years-old and he is still in 
contact with the exchange student he met 
when he was 14,” she said. 

“When students go abroad they get a good 
chance to improve their language skills too. 

“It will be a shame if this ends.” 

A spokesman from the Department for 
Children, Schools and Families confirmed the 
new Vetting and Barring Scheme will come 
into effect by November, 2010. 

He said: “In a household where there are 
two parents we would expect both to be ISA 
registered. 

“Because families involved in school 
exchanges are often unpaid, they will be 
classed as volunteers and will be able to reg¬ 
ister with the ISA free of charge. 

“We recommend schools also obtain 
Criminal Records Bureau (CRB) checks 
because the ISA registration would only indi¬ 
cate if a person is barred, it would not indi¬ 
cate the criminal history of a person.” 


Rare moth find of global importance 


A RARE moth has been discov¬ 
ered in the county. 

The straw belle moth is 
already on the endangered list, 
so the discovery made at the 
National Trust beauty spot of 
Wrotham Water Farm is of glob¬ 
al importance. 

The Farm, near Trottiscliffe, 
has also revealed itself to be the 
home of other rare species, 
according to a new report. 


Inspections by the Butterfly 
Conservation Trust revealed 
the presence of several species 
of rare orchids, bumble bees and 
butterflies. 

The straw belle moth has been 
designated a priority species for 
conservation, meaning extra 
care must be taken in preserv¬ 
ing its habitat to ensure its con¬ 
tinued survival. 

The area was used to grow 


wheat and barley, but in 1990 
the fields of Wrotham Water 
Farm were ‘returned to nature’. 

Under the guidance of the 
Natural England’s Countiyside 
Stewardship Scheme, the 
National Trust was able to 
restore the chalk grassland by 
planting a rare grass seed mix 
and introducing a grazing regime 
to help the moth and other endan¬ 
gered wildlife thrive.

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No truck with thieves 

Police in call for heavy p lant vehicles to be made secure 
in bid to prevent smash and grab raids on cash machines 


ONE of Kent’s most senior officers 
is urging owners of heavy plant to 
keep it more secure and bring an 
end to a string of thefts of cash 
machines, writes Chris Murphy. 

Det Insp Eddie Fox is from the Organised 
Crime Unit, he said: “Just like the safe-crack¬ 
er with his stethoscope and crowbar, these 
gangs have a kit they use in the theft of ATMs. 

“They need a flat-bed truck, a fast four- 
wheel drive vehicle and something like a 
JCB digger to wrench the machines from 
their base and load them on to the lorries. 

“I would urge the people of Kent who hap¬ 
pen to be out late at night or early in the 
morning to report seeing a piece of heavy 
machinery looking out of place in a field. 

“The gangs drive them over fields to reach 
their targets. There is usually no reason for 
something like a JCB to be driven about at 
night, especially across fields. 

“If anyone sees something suspicious call 
999 immediately. It costs no more than the 
price of a phone call and it’s better to be wrong 
than risk an offence being committed.” 

Immobiliser 

The force is now working with the con¬ 
struction, farming, insurance, security and 
transport industries, as well as the public, to 
reduce the theft of heavy machinery. 

In 2007, around 700 heavy vehicles were 
stolen, up six per cent on the previous year. 
Many were used in the theft of ATMs. 

Kent police said it needs a major offensive 
to stop gangs stealing the valuable equip¬ 
ment from building sites, farms and lay-bys. 

DI Fox said: “In a couple of attacks, the 
building itself has been made unstable and 
with residential accommodation upstairs, it 
is putting lives at risk.” 

Heavy machinery stolen includes excava¬ 
tors, forklift trucks, grass cutters, tractors, gen¬ 
erators, cement mixers and road breakers. 

A single piece of equipment can cost as much 
as £300,000. Gangs target what they see as a 
lucrative source of cash or else use the stolen 
machinery to break into cash machines. 

DI Fox said: “Of course not all are used in 
further crime, and can be sold on at massive 
discounts, often to other companies some¬ 
times oblivious they have been stolen. 

“I ask owners of this sort of plant to make 
them harder to steal. Take the battery out, 
fit an immobiliser, anything that will slow a 
thief down, plus security mark the vehicles. 

“Most heavy equipment is easy to steal but

it’s also easy to disable them at the end of the 
working day so I urge owners to take this pre¬ 
caution. All it costs is time. 

“I see the effects of crime on individuals and 
the community. It traumatises people and costs 
time, money and effort to investigate. People who 
steal heavy machinery and break into cash 
machines leave damage and chaos in their wake. 


“They don’t have any regard for anyone who 
gets in the way of their greed. But very often 
there are a few basic things that people can do 
to reduce or prevent this from happening.” 

Five men were recently jailed for more than 
20 years for their role in the theft of 25 cash 
machines, or attempted thefts of cash 
machines, and 10 vehicle thefts.

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Success of Rochester castle film is Ironclad 


THE gut-wrenching violence used in the open 
scene of Saving Private Ryan is being trans¬ 
ferred to another movie - about the siege of 
Rochester castle. 

And instead of Nazi machine guns cutting 
down hapless US infantrymen, this is steel on 
steel, up close and personal. 

Ironclad is being shot not in Rochester 
where the castle actually stands, but in the 
wilds of Wales. 

The imposing walls and battlements have 


been recreated on a Welsh coal tip for the film¬ 
ing of the medieval action movie. 

Rochester is a tad too modem for the film¬ 
makers now a thriving city grown up around 
it, making the area a little different than the 
time when it came under siege in 1215.

film as historically accurate as possible, 
designed to recreate the siege and make the 
viewer experience a medieval battle in action. 

With a budget of £12 million, it is set to 
become the most expensive independent 
movie shot in the UK. 

The cast includes Kate Mara, Brian Cox, 
Paul Giamatti, James Purefoy, Derek Jacobi 
and Mackenzie Crook, along with Rhys Parry 
Jones and Jamie Foreman. Bob Hoskins, 
Robert Carlyle and Richard Attenborough are 


also tipped to make appearances, but are not 
confirmed yet. 

Producer Rick Benattar said: “There is a 
gritty script based on one of the bloodiest bat¬ 
tles in world history. 

“We hope to bring a sense of kinetic energy, 
which will make the viewer feel as if they are 
right in the thick of it, to the screen and with 
our amazing cast we feel that the film will 
tmly be spectacular.” 

Ironclad will hit the screens next year.

Nothing stingy about 
Scrooge’s film budget

ANOTHER year, another yule- 
tide, and another remake of the 
classic Charles Dickens epic, A 
Christmas Carol. 

The Muppets have had a go, as had the 
headmistress of St Trinian’s, and now God is 
playing skinflint Scrooge, who eventually 
sees the error of his penny-pinching ways. 

Well, God as in Jim Carrey, who played the 
Almighty in another crazy film. 

This time, A Christmas Carol has been cre¬ 
ated in a new style of animation, giving it a 
new twist, and allowing Carrey to pull even 
more wacky faces. 

A Christmas Carol was penned by Dickens 
in 1843. Well, churned out in a matter of 
weeks according to legend, and was the first 
and by far the most famous Christmas book 
from the writer, who spent much of his life in 
Kent. He died at his home at Gad’s Hill 
Place, Higham, in 1870 aged 58, and had also 
lived in Rochester. 

This new film was shot by director Robert 
Zemeckis using a groundbreaking 3D motion 


system where Carrey gets to play Scrooge, as 
well as the three ghosts. 

The film, which also stars the voices of 
British actors Gary Oldman, Colin Firth, and 
Bob Hoskins, took a huge $31 million on its 
opening weekend in America. 

Carrey said: “There were a lot of challeng¬ 
ing aspects to the film, but once I got into it I 
found the process worked well and Bob 
(Zemeckis) made things very easy for me.” 

He said the British accents were difficult. 
“There are regional accents which are hard. I 
had a voice coach to help me - but I am still 
waiting for the response from the UK.” 

He had help with the voices from another 
star in the film, Cary Elwes, the great, great, 
great, great nephew of John Elwes, an MP 
who Dickens used for the Scrooge character. 

Carrey said: “He was actually the template 
for the character. He was so cheap and mean 
that he would wear the same clothes all the 
time even when they were in tatters, he wore 
a wig that he found in the garbage and he 
wouldn’t buy new game until he had eaten 
all the meat he had, even if it was rancid he 
would finish it. This was the man Dickens 
based Scrooge on.” 

The actor added: “It has always been a 
story that allows us to refocus on the impor¬ 
tant things in life, where the joy is.”

DIVERS are being warned to treat a 
wrecked ship where 75 crewmen died 
with utmost respect, especially as it is an 
official war grave. 

What’s left of HMS Ghurka lies on the 
seabed off Dungeness. It sank on 
February 8,1917, and has been subjected 
to repeated dives, with items being taken 
and sold to secondhand stores and sou¬ 
venir shops. 

One magazine has even gone so far as 
listing it as 76 in its Top 100 Best Wreck 
Dives. Divemet.com refused to talk to 
KOS Media, but it did say on its website: 
“Divers should remember that the heavy 
loss of life makes this a war grave.” 

And holiday-diver.com also warns divers 
to stay out of the wreck: “Divers will no 
longer be allowed to penetrate” the Ghurka. 

In fact last year the Ministry of Defence 
finally agreed with campaigners like 
Christopher Conn, of Folkestone. 

The wartime wreck researcher said: “It 
leaves me with a sick feeling knowing 
these divers were down there robbing the 
remains of these brave seamen... It shows 
no respect. They seem to not care about 
what happened to these men trying to 
protect our country.” 

HMS Ghurka was a 880-ton Tribal 
Class torpedo boat destroyer built in 


1907. She was 255ft by 25ft and was pow¬ 
ered using steam turbine engines. 

She sank after hitting a German mine 
off Dungeness, going down almost imme¬ 
diately with only five crew saved. 

The divemet.com magazine even points 
out the wreck has been professionally sal¬ 
vaged, with use of explosives. But parts of 
the stem are still intact and stand eight 
metres proud above the wreckage. 

But Mr Conn said: “Many of the crew 
died in the explosion, others drowned 
before help could arrive. [They] found five 
men alive, and covered in oil. 

“The Ghurka dead did not have the likes 
of Joanna Lumley fighting for their 
remains to be left to rest in peace.” 

He said in May last year, the MoD 
granted the destroyer war grave status 
which means it now comes under the Pro¬ 
tection of Military Remains Act of 1986. 

Mr Conn said: “The Ghurka war dead 
are just a few of the many naval person¬ 
nel lost at sea along the Kent coastline 
whose remains should be shown the 
respect shown to the British Army and 
Battle of Britain dead.” 

The War Grave designation means 
that as a protected place, the site can be 
visited on a ‘look but don’t touch or 
enter’ basis.

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Honouring our Gurkha heroes

IN A moving ceremony, the fami¬ 
lies of two Gurkha soldiers killed 
in Afghanistan have received 
bravery medals awarded to their 
lost loved ones. 

The handing over of the awards this week 
happened as the rest of Foxtrot Company of 
the Royal Gurkha Rifles received their 
Operational Service Medals following their 
recent deployment in Afghanistan. 

Around 80 members of the company, which 
is made up of soldiers from the 1st and 2nd 
Battalions received their medals at a ceremo¬ 
ny at Sir John Moore Barracks in Folkestone. 

The families of those who died were given 
Elizabeth Crosses and accompanying scrolls. 

These were presented to the relatives of two 
of the comrades who died in the conflict. 

Gruelling 

They were Colour Sergeant Krishna Dura, 
36, who was killed in an explosion in 
November last year, and Corporal Kumar 
Pun, who was part of Foxtrot Company and 
killed in May by a suicide bomber. 

The MoD said 31-year-old Corp Pun died 
during a patrol in Gereshk, Helmand 
Province, in an attack which also claimed the 
life of a Royal Military police sergeant. 

The MoD said the Nepal-born soldier was 
the son of a British Gurkha, so he was always 
destined to try to join one of the most feared 
Regiments in the world, and in 1996 passed 
the gruelling selection for the British Army. 



He was posted to Church Crookham as a 
Rifleman in A (Delhi) Company the 1st 
Battalion the Royal Gurkha Rifles, with 
whom he served in Malaysia, Kenya, Oman, 
Belize, Kosovo, Brunei and Bosnia. This was 
his first deployment to Afghanistan, where he 
was delivering vital training and mentoring 
to the Afghan National Police. 

Colour Sergeant Dura was a Nepalese 
Gurkha with 16 years of military experience 
who died after his patrol came under a bomb 
attack. He was in a Warrior armoured vehicle 
at the time in the Musa Qala District of 
Helmand Province. 

He came from the Lamjung district of west¬ 
ern Nepal and enlisted into the British Army

in 1992. He trained in Hong Kong and went 
on to serve with the 7th Gurkha Rifles in 
Church Crookham in the UK. 

He had previously served in Bosnia 
Herzegovina, East Timor and Sierra Leone 
and was on his third tour of Afghanistan at 
the time of his death. He had recently been 
promoted and was leading a sniper platoon. 

His commanding officer Lieutenant Colonel 
Chris Darby said: “Colour Sergeant Krishna 
was an exceptional soldier, a gifted leader.” 

The medals were presented by Major General 
Lamont Kirkland CBE, watched by friends and 
family of the regiment and fellow serving 
Gurkhas. The Queen’s Truncheon, equivalent to 
the regimental colours, was paraded. 

Foxtrot Company returned from 
Afghanistan two weeks ago where they had 
been engaged in helping to mentor the 
Afghan National Police. 

Major Chris Conroy, their commanding offi¬ 
cer, said: “It was a tough but rewarding 
deployment in which tragically our colleague 
Corporal Kumar Pun was killed, but the boys 
did an outstanding job out there under very 
difficult circumstances and can be justly 
proud of themselves today. 

‘We feel we have made a difference and 
there has been a genuine and marked 
improvement in the Afghan National Police.”

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EDUCATION: Luther Blissett wants children to learn about racism 


Red card for racism 


FOOTBALL veteran Luther 
Blissett is calling on Kent chil¬ 
dren to help tackle racism. 

The Jamaica-born former 
England striker is one of several 
ex-professionals promoting the 
Show Racism the Red Card 
charity, which last week cele¬ 
brated the opening of an office 
for London and the South East. 

Blissett - who scored more 
than 200 goals in a career span¬ 
ning 20 years - told KOS Media 
the children targeted by the 
campaign could teach their par¬ 
ents a thing or two about 
respect: “If you can get through 
to youngsters and make them 
aware of why racism is unac¬ 
ceptable then you have a chance 
of doing something about it as 
they will question racism. 

“Children are not bom preju¬ 
diced. They pick it up from their 
parents or whoever they are 
associated with.” 

Watford legend Blissett, 51, 


made history in 1982 when he 
became the first black player to 
score a hat-trick for England, on 
his debut against Luxembourg. 

However, not all of the ex-AC 
Milan forward’s matches were 
so enjoyable, as his career coin¬ 
cided with the dark days of 
English football when crowd vio¬ 
lence and racism was rife. 

Established in Whitley Bay, 
near Newcastle, in 1996, Show 
Racism the Red Card harnesses 
the high profiles of professional 
footballers - including former 
Gillingham defender Efe Sodje - 
to combat racism in society. 

The charity’s new London 
office will enable its staff to forge 
closer links with clubs like the 
Gills, as well as the hundreds of 
schools in Kent and Medway. 

Chief executive Ged Grebby 
said: “The BNP is just the tip of 
the iceberg of the problem, but I 
think it shows racism is not just 
football’s problem.”

IN HOMES across the county this Christmas, families will 
wake up to the sweet aroma of a juicy turkey roasting in 
the oven. 

The bird remains the quintessential centrepiece for a festive 
feast, with its crisp golden skin and soft, succulent meat. 

But rather than settling for a second-rate supermarket choice, 
why not select the best this year and enjoy ultimate freshness 
with a turkey reared in the Garden of England? 

The best part is, with Foodforkent.co.uk, you can make your 
order at the click of a mouse, with plenty of choice from the 
biggest turkey farmer in the county, Appledore Turkeys. 

The family business started 60 years ago, when Frank 
Wreathall decided to rear a handful of turkeys on his farm in 
Suffolk. 

Today, his son, John, and grandsons Andrew and Clive, are con¬ 
tinuing to produce top quality birds, albeit on a grander scale, 
with 19,000 turkeys reared on the farm this year. 

Over the last 25 years, Appledore Turkeys has grown to 
include land at Snave and Ivychurch, bringing the estate up to 
2000 acres. 

As well as the birds, the Wreathalls also farm wheat, dried 
peas, oil seed rape and onions. 

But the turkeys remain closest to the Wreathall family's heart. 

"Rearing turkeys is just something I have been brought 
up with. We know what they are like and what they need," 
said Andrew. 

"Turkeys have always been an important part of our Christmas 
and that is why I enjoy rearing them." 

Despite pressures from the value supermarket trade, Andrew 
said quality turkey still has a future. 

"There still appears to be a market for a traditional bird at 
Christmas and there are customers out there who are prepared 
to spend a bit extra," he said. 

"Christmas dinner is, I think, the most important meal of the 
year, where the whole family gets together, so it is worth push¬ 
ing the boat out." 

Despite producing birds aimed at just one day of the year, plan¬ 
ning begins almost as soon as the last Christmas cracker is 
pulled. 

"Work starts straight after Christmas and we order the chicks 
in January or February," he said. 

"They will arrive in June and July as day-old chicks and then 


stay under heat for the first four weeks." 

Their care then continues each day, with regular checks and 
an automated feeder to allow them constant access to food 
and water. 

Their diet consists of wheat and vegetable proteins, which are 
free of additives, drugs or growth promoters. 

The birds are then bedded down overnight on the farm's home¬ 
grown wheat straw. 

"We bring them back in at night to keep them safe from foxes 
and mink," said Andrew. 

"They are usually happy to come in to rest and go back in 


themselves, so I don't have to chase them about!" 

Initially, the farm at Appledore produced just white barn- 
reared birds, but introduced bronze free-range turkeys in 1997 
and organic bronze turkeys at a separate farm. 

The birds have two more weeks of growing left to do before 
work starts on getting them ready for the Christmas dinner table 
next month.

War on anti-social behaviour key to our confidence in police 


GETTING anti-social behaviour under control 
is the top issue that would boost confidence in 
Kent Police, according to survey results. 

About 3,000 shoppers took part in the study 
by visiting Kent Police Authority (KPA) stands 
at high streets and Asda supermarkets 
throughout the county. 

Of those quizzed, 46 per cent said anti-social 
behaviour was the most important factor, 
while 20 per cent felt it was making sure offi¬ 
cers could be relied upon to attend an incident. 


Working more closely with the community 
came in at third with 14 per cent, while regu¬ 
lar contract with a neighbourhood officer or 
PCSO (12 per cent) was fourth. 

And eight per cent said they would feel more 
confident in the force if they were treated with 
respect when they called. 

KPA chairwoman Ann Barnes said: “Part of 
our role as a police watchdog is to find out pub¬ 
lic priorities and where the public wants to see 
money being invested. 


‘We want to improve confidence in the 
police and this year we invested in eight task 
teams to focus on anti-social behaviour and 
criminal damage. 

“The teams, made up of one sergeant and 
five PCs, are being sent into troubled hotspots 
and are already making a difference to resi¬ 
dents’ quality of life. 

“I’m confident we will see a continued reduc¬ 
tion in anti-social behaviour and criminal 
damage as a result.” 


The latest figures for public confidence in 
the police were published by the Home Office 
in March. 

Kent Police had a rating of 44.2 per cent 
based on interviews with 938 citizens - rank¬ 
ing the force 27th out of 42 in England and 
Wales. 

The average is currently 46 per cent 
although the Government has set a target of 
60 per cent for all constabularies to reach 
by 2012.

Selling out for good return 

Tim Garbutt discusses corporate 
social res p onsibility and KCC’s 
investment strategy in tobacco 


OKAY, Kent certainly 
doesn’t have open 
prairies, herds of wild 
horses or too many cow¬ 
boys eking out a living 
between Sheppey and 
Tenterden. 

And yet, Kent County Council 
has a quite extraordinary invest¬ 
ment strategy of investing in 
tobacco brands. Not just one, but 
two major tobacco firms: Philip 
Morris, the home of Marlboro 
man, plus Japan Tobacco and a 
cluster of brands such as Camel, 
Silk Cut and Old Holbom. 

And not just a few roll-ups or a 
few cartons of duty-free - more 
than £9 million of tobacco invest¬ 
ments in its £900 millon pension 
and reserve funds. 

Certainly it’s a free country, 
and tobacco is still legal. But 
what an extraordinary invest¬ 
ment decision for a major public 
authority like KCC. 

One minute it’s funding smok¬ 
ing cessation strategies and the 
next, investing millions of tax¬ 
payer funds in cancer sticks, 
while down at Dover, Kent 
Customs are trying to reduce the 
flow of tobacco smuggling. 

It’s all the more bizarre given 
last week’s Parliamentary Bill on 
removing cigarettes from display 
in shops, banning vending 
machines and introducing graph¬ 
ic pictures and warnings of the 
dangers of smoking on-pack. 


It never fails to surprise me just 
how lethal smoking is: the single 
largest killer in Britain today 
with over 100,000 deaths directly 
from smoking - not including 
deaths from related symptoms 
and health complications. 

East Kent has the highest lung 
cancer rate in South East 
England and a mortality rate 11 
years earlier than the rest of 
Kent - perhaps partly due to 
Manston Airport and removal of 
noise and air monitoring, but also 
relatively deprived areas and 
tobacco smoking. 

It’s no surprise to see how lucra¬ 
tive the smoking industry is: with 
billions of people still to pick up 
the habit in Africa and Asia, the 
UN’s World Health Organisation 
forecasts millions more deaths 
over the next decades. 

Whether it’s in Vietnam, with a 
whopping 77 per cent smoking 
rate, or even in the UK where 20 
per cent of the population are 
still smoking. 

A glance through the KCC 
investment budgets highlights a 
few other strange ethical invest¬ 
ments. Not just one booze compa¬ 
ny, but a whole round of them: 
Carlsberg, Wetherspoon, Asahi 
and so on. All the more unusual 


as there’s not a penny for Kent 
pubs and brewers. 

Now I’m as partial to a pint of 
advocaat as the next man, but 
again it does seem strange with 
KCC, Kent Police, and the NHS 
urging greater care over drinking, 
liver disease and the perils of 
happy hours and cheap booze. 

And there’s also BAe. Now 
Britain still needs a defence 
industry, but BAe poses ever 
more complex ethical investment 
issues, given recent controversy 
over deals with Saudi Arabia and 
others. 

And a legacy of mismanage¬ 
ment that means the Eurofighter 
aircraft are too expensive to fly. 

Some people would debate the 
merits of Wal-Mart, a kind of 
American super-Tesco and owner 
of Asda, undercutting other retail¬ 
ers and prominence of clone towns 
- one of the quirks of capitalism 
allowing choice and growth to 
monopolise markets and reduce 
choice and value. 

It’s not all doom, gloom and 
cancer though. KCC does provide 
full disclosure through FOI and 
EIR and invests in ethical banks 
such as Standards Chartered 
with their innovative work in 
HIV messaging on cashpoints in 


Africa and oil-to-renewables 
firms such as BP. 

Perhaps of greater concern is 
KCC’s investment in Total Oil, 
the last investor in the repressive 
dictatorship of Burma - as visit¬ 
ed recently by Kent’s twin-state 
Senator Jim Webb of Virginia for 
discussions on releasing Britain’s 
Nobel Peace Prize winner Aung 
San Suu Kyi. 

There’s certainly an issue 
around investment companies 
providing a portfolio of invest¬ 
ments that might be beyond day- 
to-day scrutiny, but surely KCC 
should be providing some guide¬ 
lines on investments that are 
beyond the pale, or at the very 
least provide an ethical frame¬ 
work for corporate social respon¬ 
sibility. Like booze, guns and 
repressive dictatorships. 

Maybe it’s for the best that 
we’re twinned with Virginia the 
home of Philip Morris - and the 
potential for a joint venture with 
Kent cigarettes.

Talking about recovery 

Recent figures show an estimated 3,270 peo¬ 
ple in the Dartford, Gravesham and Swanley 
area had a stroke in 2005-06. 

A stroke is a ‘brain attack’, often brought on 
by high blood pressure. It can leave people 
with severe communication difficulties such 
as problems with talking, reading, writing 
and understanding other people’s speech. 

I work for the Stroke Association and am 
co-ordinating new services that offer support 
in developing communication skills for people 
in Dartford, Swanley and Gravesend. 

This service will support people in regain¬ 
ing lost communication skills or finding new 
ways to communicate after a stroke. 

It’s also an opportunity to meet regularly 
with others who have gone through a similar 
experience. I’m looking for volunteers who 
might be interested in donating their time to 
our new service. 

As a support volunteer, readers could be 
supporting stroke survivors who have com¬ 
munication difficulties either in a group, on 
a one-to-one basis in their home or in the 
community. 

It’s an extremely rewarding and enjoyable 
role and, while a background in speech thera¬ 
py or nursing, for example, wouldbe a wel¬ 
come asset, no specific experience or skills 
are required, as we’ll provide full training. 

The most important attributes needed are 
patience, compassion, good listening skills, 
reliability and a sense of humour.

We’ll crash and burn 

When Parliament debated the abolition of 
slavery in the 1830s there were those who 
argued that abolition would harm the econo¬ 
my, reducing profits and losing jobs. 

The same arguments were used by some 
politicians in the 1850s, when we forced 
China to accept the opium trade - and effec¬ 
tively stole Hong Kong and other territories 
in reparations for China having sought to 
protect its citizens from the harm caused by 
the drug. 

You would think humanity would have 
moved on from using the excuse that the cre¬ 
ation of jobs was sufficient justification for 
causing appalling human misery, suffering 
and death, but not so. 

Today many politicians, including London 
Mayor Boris Johnson, are using the same 
arguments to defend staggeringly callous and 
immoral behaviour. 

Despite hard scientific evidence that cli¬ 
mate change is already killing 300,000 people 
per annum and, if not stopped, will result in 
the loss of hundreds of millions of lives, we 
still hear calls from certain politicians to 
expand aviation and other polluting activi¬ 
ties. 

It is simply unacceptable that people toler¬ 
ate this barbarism - for that is what calls to 
create an airport in the Thames Estuary (and 
other polluting activities) represent. 

The science is now so clear that everyone 
must demand that all politicians act to 
reduce greenhouse gas emissions. 

And, if we don’t want to kill our own off¬ 
spring, we are not talking about mere tinker¬ 
ing. We need cuts of about 95 per cent from 
the world’s advanced economies by 2050. 

We all have a responsibility to challenge 
those politicians in power who seek to expand 
polluting activities and must ask them, in a 
candid way, to justify the utter misery and 
mass loss of life they are willing to accept.

Meningitis warning 

As the cold winter weather takes hold, I 
would like to remind readers of the dangers 
of meningitis. 

My daughter, Megan, fell ill two years ago 
when she was 16. It was a very frightening 
time and she’s only here today because her 
boyfriend was alert to the symptoms of 
meningitis. 

With first-class care from the NHS, she 
went on to make a full recovery after two 
weeks in hospital. I know how lucky we 
were. I recently shared my story for a BBC 
Radio 4 Appeal on behalf of Meningitis UK, 
a charity dedicated to vaccine research. Its 
vision is to protect future generations and 
eradicate the disease completely. 

Although vaccines exist for some forms of 
bacterial meningitis, there still isn’t one for 
meningitis B - the most common strain in 
this country. 

It’s a chilling fact that six families will 
lose a loved one to meningitis every week, 
some within just four hours of displaying 
any symptoms. In the absence of a vaccine, 
it’s vital people are educated about menin¬ 
gitis and know what signs to look out for, 
especially at this time of the year when 
cases begin to rise. 

The classic symptoms to look out for 
with meningitis are usually a headache, 
stiff neck and dislike of bright light. With 
septicaemia, stay alert for aching limbs, 
cold hands and feet, and a rash which 
starts like pinprick marks and develops 
rapidly into purple bruising. The disease 
can affect anyone of any age. Not everyone 
gets all the symptoms and they can appear 
in any order. I would urge your readers to 
listen to my Radio 4 Appeal online by visit¬ 
ing www.bbc.co.uk/radio4/appeal where 
they can find details of how to support the 
life-saving work being carried out by 
Meningitis UK.

Loss of independence 

The proposed Sainsbury’s superstore in the 
small, historic town of Hythe is a very sorry 
issue indeed. I consider myself lucky to live 
in a town that still has an independent 
butcher, baker, fishmonger, greengrocer and 
chemist, but such diversity would be gone 
for ever if the superstore goes ahead. 

Many residents are unaware of the enor¬ 
mity of the building Sainsbury’s is propos¬ 
ing - of a similar size to the Tesco in 
Cheriton. This building would be a vast, 
flat-roof monolith of glass, metal and terra¬ 
cotta cladding - a design out of keeping 
with the town. A superstore of this size is 
disproportionate to a small town like Hythe 

- already served by three supermarkets 
meeting most needs and complementing the 
High Street - and will have a drastic 
impact. It is estimated that 15 delivery 
trucks per day will service the store, which 
is close to housing and particularly the 200- 
year-old Military Terrace cottages. 

Does anyone agree it is acceptable to have 
HGVs carrying out deliveries alongside 
these homes between 7am and 10pm each 
day, with a significant increase at peak 
times such as Christmas? 

The traffic survey carried out in February 

- when the town has its fewest visitors - 
must also be questioned. Let’s have this 
again in summer, when every parking space 
in Military Road is taken. No wonder the 
artist’s impressions show a Military Road 
free from parked cars and only a handful of 
moving vehicles - wouldn’t that be nice in 
August? Dream on. The reality is Military 
Road is already busy at peak times and dur¬ 
ing the tourist season. The application is 
expected to go before Shepway’s council’s 
development control committee on 
November 24 and I urge residents to write 
to the planning department and councillors.

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THE East Kent property market 
recorded an encouraging perform¬ 
ance during 2009 despite the 
recession.

Month on month, we have seen enquiries 
increase and sales improve. The banks 
have adopted a realistic approach to lend¬ 
ing and some competitive mortgage rates 
have started to appear. We have also seen 
a shortage of property coming on to the 
market due to financial constraints and 
Government-induced Home Information 
Packs (HIPs) which has led to prices stabil¬ 
ising and, in some areas, moving forward. 

So, what about 2010? I believe that 


2010 could be a year of two halves. Firstly, 
with the recent introduction of 
Southeastern’s high-speed rail service and 
many regeneration programmes, I think 
that we will see a sustained, gradual 
improvement in both volumes of sales and 
prices in early/mid 2010. However, I can 
also see that if there is a change in govern¬ 


ment in mid-2010 (as is widely predicted), 
money and polices will, without doubt, be 
re-adjusted. As with any change, there 
could be a loss of confidence and we could 
see the second half of the year resulting in 
prices stabilising or maybe even slight falls. 

My top tip would be, if you are looking 
to sell... sell in early 2010.

Services are aimed at those who are cur¬ 
rently unemployed, facing redundancy or 
graduates leaving university looking for work 
or training opportunities. 

Training for interviews and help with CVs 
is available at the centre along with profes¬ 
sional advice and guidance sessions. 

Support for small businesses is provided, 
and help with money management is on offer. 

Employers can also get free advice with 
recruitment and staff training, free job 
vacancy advertising, help in identifying 
suitable candidates for interview and sign¬ 


posting to other business support services. 

Cllr Jane Chitty, Medway Council’s portfo¬ 
lio holder for strategic development and eco¬ 
nomic growth, attended the official opening. 

She stressed the local authority’s determi¬ 
nation to get unemployed residents into the 
workplace and praised all those involved in 
helping set up the new centre. 

“Medway Council has once again demon¬ 
strated its commitment to helping get people 
back in work, particularly during the reces¬ 
sion,” she said. 

“The Employ Medway programme is a sym¬ 
bol of Medway Council’s continued commit¬ 
ment to working in partnership with key 


national, regional and local partners for the 
benefit of residents and employers in Medway. 

“I thank all those involved in enabling this 
programme to have come to fruition and look 
forward to seeing it grow and derive signifi¬ 
cant benefits for Medway’s economy and for 
those who use the service.”

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Petrolheads may argue the toss, but who 
really wants to have their kidneys and fill¬ 
ings shaken all the time just for occasional 
exhilaration? 

Seat hints at the car’s lightness of touch 
by offering it only - at least for now - with 
the Cupra powertrain: a 180PS (178bhp) 
1.4-litre turbocharged and supercharged 
petrol engine paired with a new seven- 
speed version of the VW twin-clutch DSG 
auto box. 

This fits that everyday character I men¬ 
tioned, turning the hairy-chested Bocanegra 
into a docile city car. Out on the open road 
though, gears can be selected manually and 
swiftly using the floor-mounted change or 
FI paddle shifts. On-road poise and feed¬ 
back is excellent and it really is as much 
fun as it is easy to live with. 

Those dramatic Bocanegra add-ons - the 
masked front, honeycomb meshing, promi¬ 
nent alloys and big trapezoidal exhaust - 
underline the car’s ultimate ability though. 

Why Bocanegra? It means 'black mouth’ 
in Spanish and was coined for a sporting 
Seat built from 1975-79 using Fiat under¬ 
pinnings and a coupe body courtesy of NSU 
- later absorbed into Audi - and distin¬ 
guished by an all-black front end.

Seat Ibiza Cupra Bocanegra 

& Leon Ecomotive 


WE SAY appearances can be 
deceptive, and ask what’s in a 
name? Both phrases apply to 
contrasting additions to Seat’s 
sporting Ibiza supermini line-up. 

Sitting at the top of the range for perform¬ 
ance is the new Zorro-masked Bocanegra 
version of the Ibiza Cupra hot hatch, while 
its antithesis is the miserly Ecomotive. 

The latter is perhaps the most surprising 
because Seat - the Spanish arm of VW - 
pitches itself as an affordable sporting 
brand, using the brand strapline ‘Auto 
Emocion’ and yet it has just produced what 
may be the best eco-friendly car on the 
market. 

Leaving aside fuel-sipping records 
already held by the Ecomotive (inset) - it 
set 120mpg on its latest epic - real world 
driving should still average around 75mpg 
and it qualifies for road tax exemption with 
just 98g/km of C02 emissions. 

And yet while the car’s name and its 
noticeably blanked off grille - part of the 
wind-cheating, economy-enhancing package 
- suggest a hair shirt driving experience, 
the Ecomotive is actually pleasant to drive. 

There is no Noddy car cornering on skin¬ 
ny tyres or asthmatic performance from a 
weedy engine and hopelessly optimistic 
gear ratios; the Ecomotion actually works. 


The 80PS (79bhp) 1.4-litre diesel feels 
weighty up front yet pulls well to take the 
Ibiza miser to 62mph in a respectable 13 
seconds. 

True, the three-cylinder can sound buzzy, 
but maximising power through a precise 
five-speed manual box can be fun since the 
three or five-door Ecomotive - priced at 
£12,355 and £12,755 respectively - still has 
the impressive Ibiza chassis. 

Compared to some eco-warriors, it’s also 
not that much more expensive than an 


equivalent from the standard range - you 
will pay about £850 extra for this sporting 
economist. 

And while your head may have persuaded 
you into an Ecomotion, your heart can bask 
in the reflected glory of the Bocanegra. Like 
the Ecomotion though, the car’s appear¬ 
ance doesn’t quite go with its character. 

For the £16,695 Bocanegra (main picture) 
is that all too rare beast: a useable every¬ 
day car that just happens to have beefy hot 
hatch looks, power and handling.

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Welcome to a new Jazz age 



STEVELOADER 


HONDA has a new British-built 
Jazz, but resisted too much improv¬ 
isation on a much-loved theme. 

On the other hand, while the new generation 
seems familiar there is much more to like, par¬ 
ticularly the sharper styling for this supermi- 
ni/MFV. 

And this will be key to sales this time: 60 per 
cent of buyers for the 2002 original were aged 
56-75, but Honda now wants younger buyers 
and could clean up - half of Jazz customers 
buy another and its reliability/customer satis* 
faction and low depreciation records are 
impressive. 

It could be the right car too, as people look to 
economise and downsize without loss of space 
in the face of higher fuel and tax. 

They may also like the new 4 buy British' 
proposition, as the Jazz is now built at Honda's 
Swindon plant. 

The new car looks lower and wider with 
much visual work done simply by double- 
creasing the bonnet to reverse the pinching 
effect of the single line on the old car. 

The interior was never poor, but looks a class 
above while the 'magic rear seats have been 
refined and carried over; the bases can be 
flipped up for extra stowage on the floor and 
with both sides fastened back you could even 
load a bike crossways. 

The backs also fold down in the convention¬ 
al way to create a cavernous load area. 

Other nips and tucks are better visibility out. 
of the front quarterlight area, standard fit 
height adjustment on the drivers seat - it 


might be supermini-size, but you can now 
have a higher MPV-style driving position - 
and further improvement to the ride quality. 

It remains firmly sprung, but delivers 
impressive driving characteristics for such a 
small and practical car - with its sharper 
styling, it really does have a much improved 
stance in the market than before. 

Both petrol engines are refined, lively and 


fi-ugol enough to cover the omission of a diesel; 
Honda hints at a future hybrid option instead. 

It is a tough call for best buy; the 1.2 (from 
£9,990) does it alt but the i.4 ES manual 
(£11,490) has extra comforts and can also be 
spece’d with the clever all-new i-Shift auto¬ 
mated manual transmission - far better than 
the old CVT (continuously variable transmis¬ 
sion) auto 'box on the previous Jazz.

Citroen Picasso 


PICASSO invented cubism and 
Citroen has a long-running gag 
about attempting to disguise it. 

I wouldn’t say the French marque’s highly 
successful Picasso MPV sub-brand has pro¬ 
duced visual masterpieces - that label must be 
reserved for the very best - but they cleverly 
avoid the one-box people carrier cubist look. 

The latest blurring of the edges is the C3 
Picasso, which could actually come from my 
six-year-old’s scribble pad judging by its boxy 
proportions, yet has a great deal of style that 
presses so many buttons visually. 

Basically upright lines means lots of load 
carrying versatility, of course, but this capa¬ 
cious car has slippery edges and almost 4x4 
styling cues. It also ‘blings up’ well with alloys, 
roof bars and add-ons. 

Some industry watchers said they couldn’t 
see who the C3 Picasso was aimed at, but it is 
finding new customers and satisfying buyers 
of the original Xsara Picasso. 

Part of the draw is the C3’s quality interior 
and refinement. It is not a bad drive either, a

multiple bonus when buying at the bottom end 
of the range from £11,795, but a complement 
when would-be buyers start piling on extras. 

Standard kit includes MP3-compatible 
sound system with steering-wheel mounted 
controls and auxiliary socket, electrically 
adjustable mirrors and front electric windows. 

As a result, you can see the car appealing as 
a cheap family wagon, ‘funky wheels’ for young 
buyers, executive holdall, lifestyle estate with 
a difference or ‘smart yet sensible wheels’ for 
empty nesters, to name but a few. 

I reckon the car looks best in dark colours 
with the £200 Black Pack alloys and bumper 
inserts, but Citroen has shrewdly offered vari¬ 
ous acid colours - it has ‘cult car’ written all 
over it. 

We borrowed a 95bhp 1.4-litre petrol model 
from Wilmoths Citroen at Park Wood, 
Maidstone, the most junior engine yet lively 
enough for the newcomer and quiet on the 
motorway. 


A 120bhp 1.6-litre petrol unit is also in the 
mix, but Wilmoths’ general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton expects the two 1.6-litre diesel 
options - 90bhp and llObhp - to dominate 
sales 70/30, despite a £1,100 premium and 
signs of a swing back to petrol, helped by the 
fact that those units are from a fruitful collab¬ 
oration between Peugeot-Citroen and BMW. 

“People are thinking more about petrol 
because the vehicles and fuel are cheaper,” he 
added. 

There are three C3 Picasso trim levels: VT, 
VTR+ - the start point for air con as standard 
- and Exclusive. 

They all have typical Picasso versatility with 
split-folding rear seats that slide back and 
forth independently and can be folded away in 
one movement. 

The front passenger seat back also folds for 
extra load space within a 1.66-metre cabin - 
one of the longest in its class and rivalling 
many MPVs from the next segment up. With

As you might imagine, the C3 Picassos 
upright roar end ensures one of the biggest 
boots in its sector and has a removable floor, 
which can be positioned at two levels to give 
either a flat load floor with rear seats folded or 
a much deeper boot when they are upright. 

The glassy cabin can be enhanced with a 
panoramic roof ( £520) - something of a Picasso 
speciality - and the attention to detail for carry¬ 
ing the passengers’ bits and bohs is impressive. 

Add this to the Picasso’s high driving posi¬ 
tion and thankfully minimal body roll in 
comers, and you are inclined to forgive the 
vague steering.

Latest poll finds growing 
confidence among bosses 



RAY OF LIGHT: Optimism about the financial 
climate is double what it was a year ago

TOP bosses across Kent have 
sounded a note of economic confi¬ 
dence through a poll commissioned 
by investment promotion agency 
Locate in Kent. 

The Financial and Business Services Survey 
2009 shows 56 per cent of companies feel opti¬ 
mistic about the financial climate and its 
impact on their business, compared with just 
29 per cent in October, 2008. 

Results also show confidence among busi¬ 
nesses is starting to improve with more than 
half (51 per cent) of respondents feeling their 
business can grow in the next two years, com¬ 
pared with under a third (32 per cent) in 2008. 

While over half of all businesses surveyed in 
2008 envisaged a depressed marketplace for 
at least another year, just over a quarter (28 
per cent) of Kent chief executives expected this 
to be the case in 2010. 

These results support the suggestion by 
many economists that the financial situation 
should improve next year and point to an 
increase in GDP for the UK. 

However, some Kent firms remain cautious 



about the year ahead, with only six per cent 
“very confident” about a prompt financial 
recovery 

Overall, financial service companies were 


found to be more optimistic than those in busi¬ 
ness services. 

When questioned about the effect of 
Southeastern’s high-speed trains to London, 
and the full launch of services in December, 
almost half (47per cent) of all respondents felt 
it would persuade more companies from the 
UK and overseas to locate to Kent. 

More than half the businesses surveyed in 
East Kent (56 per cent) felt it would encourage 
investment in the county, followed by 54 per 
cent in the Channel corridor and 33 per cent in 
the Thames Gateway Kent. 

Locate in Kent chief executive Paul Wookey 
said: ‘We cannot escape from the fact that 
many businesses have suffered as a result of 
the recession, but it is encouraging that Kent 
businesses are more optimistic about their 
prospects than they were last year. 

“In fact, one in five respondents felt their 
company’s prospects were better for being 
based in Kent rather than elsewhere in the 
UK. 

“With the advent of high-speed trains mak¬ 
ing journeys from the county to London faster 
than ever before, we feel the next year will be 
very important for Kent and Medway and 
anticipate good levels of investment in the 
county and an improved financial situation for 
Kent’s existing companies.” 


Ailing ‘offies’ lose sparkle 


EIGHTY jobs will be lost and 17 off-licences 
closed across Kent in the run-up to Christmas - 
usually the most buoyant time of year for the 
drinks sector. 

The move has been forced due to the First 
Quench off-licence group, trading under the 
Threshers, Wine Rack, The Local, Haddows, 
Bottoms Up and Victoria Wine brandings, going 
into administration earlier this year. 

Accountancy and auditing giant KPMG is 
handling efforts to salvage the ailing chain, but 
KPMG spokesman Richard Fleming said: 


“Unfortunately, after reviewing the viability of 
the store network, 373 loss-making stores are 
to be closed [nationally]. 

“Depending on stock levels, 247 of the stores 
will continue to trade until November 25, with 
126 trading until December 2.” 

He said liquidation sales were already under 
way at many of the stores to be closed, but Mr 


Fleming added an optimistic note for remaining 
stores across Kent and the UK: “The remaining 
stores will continue to be traded as usual while 
we seek a buyer. 

“So far, we have received considerable inter¬ 
est in the business from a range of buyers, 
including trade, individual investors and private 
equity. 


“The remaining stores are trading well and 
present an attractive investment. We are confi¬ 
dent of securing a sale in the coming weeks.” 

The Kent stores affected by the cutbacks 
mostly trade under the Wine Rack and The 
Local branding, with the Orpington area badly 
affected. Five stores will close there. 

Other towns hit are Dartford and Folkestone, 
which have each lost two outlets. 

The balance of closures is single shops in 
Sevenoaks, Canterbury, Swanley, Broadstairs, 
Chatham, Margate, Tonbridge and Bromley.

A RECORDS centre holding cru¬ 
cial biological and environmental 
data was recognised for its work by 
the KOS Media Business 
Challenge Awards. 

The Kent and Medway Biological Records

Centre manager Dr Hannah Cook hopes the 
recognition will raise awareness of the work 
they carry out. 

“We want to show people what we are 
doing and make them aware of how 
important it is to preserve wildlife and 
its habitat,” she said. 

‘Wildlife in Kent in particular is 
under threat because of the pressure 
for development. With the many plan¬ 
ning applications going through, our 
work is very important. Wildlife must 
be taken into account when develop¬ 
ments are planned.” 

Dr Cook, who has worked at the cen¬ 
tre since 2006, said the team was thrilled to 
have won the award. 

“It means a lot to us,” she said. We’re one of 
the few independent research centres like this 
in the country. Many are Government-run 
whereas we are an independent organisation.

“We have many partners though, 
including Kent County Council, the 
Kent Wildlife Trust and Natural 
England.”

Dr Cook added: “One of the biggest things 
for us is making the public aware of what we 
do and the promotional prize that comes with 
the KOS Media award will really help us 
with this. 


“We don’t have a big budget, so things like 
the business awards really help us.” 

The centre provides a data management 
service by holding biological and environmen¬ 
tal information which is made available to 
local authorities, planners, conservation 
organisations, academics, local naturists and 
the public.

tion about any species they may have seen. 

Dr Cook said: “People can really help us by 
collecting data in their own gardens. They can 
send us photos, give us a call or drop in the 
specimens for us to identify. 

“A lot of people that have collected data in 
their gardens have been referred to us by Kent 
Wildlife Trust as that is the first organisation 
that people think of, but they can come 
straight to us. 

“People don’t always think one or two 
records they have collected are important, but 
they are - they can make a difference to 
whether a planning application goes through 
or not, so we encourage the public to get 
involved.”

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From waste of space 
to pioneering return 

Free consultation incentive for emp ty prop erties 


OWNERS of empty properties in Kent are to be offered free design and 
renovation consultation in a pioneering bid to return badly needed hous¬ 
ing to the market, writes Andy Rogers. 


The deal has been struck by the county’s 
local authorities’ No Use Empty initiative, the 
Empty Homes Agency and Stephen Donald 
Architects. 

This consortium believes not knowing how 
to approach renovation work has become a 
major barrier to empty property owners realis¬ 
ing the potential of their asset. 

Those taking up the offer will be asked to 
make a small donation to the Empty Homes 
Agency, an independent campaign charity. 

The new initiative, known as Architect in the 
Empty House, is being pioneered in Kent 
where an estimated 18,400 homes are now 
empty. It is hoped Kent will become a blue¬ 
print for use across the UK. 

No Use Empty is a partnership between 
Kent County Council and district councils, 
launched in 2005, which has helped create 
about 800 new homes by recycling empty, 
unused properties. 

Each district council in Kent will now write 
to every empty property owner on its database 
to offer the free consultation. In return for a 
£50 donation to the Empty Homes Agency, the 
owner will receive a one-hour consultation on 
site with a Royal Institute of British Architects 
qualified architect, who will subsequently pro¬ 
vide a full report and valuation of work. 

There is no obligation for the home owner to 
proceed with carrying out the work recom¬ 
mended. 

Steve Grimshaw, project manager of No Use 
Empty on behalf of KCC, said: “This is an 



excellent initiative which creates a win-win 
situation for the owner of empty properties 
and the campaign to recycle existing stock. 

“Organising refurbishment and renovation 
work can be time-consuming and costly, but 
Architect in the Empty House offers a real 
incentive to owners to assess the options, cour¬ 
tesy of a free consultation with an expert.” 

David Ireland, chief executive with the 
Empty Homes Agency, said: “Empty properties 
are a waste of a valuable resource, losing the 
owner income, depriving people of a home and 
detrimental to the community.” 

Stephen Donald, founder of London-based 
Stephen Donald Architects, said: “This is a 
unique opportunity for owners of empty prop¬ 
erties to discuss design changes and improve¬ 
ments to their home with a qualified RIBA 
chartered architect.

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Unusual initial worries 
in ex-sapper’s start-up

NEW start-up company boss 
Peter Hegarty had ‘initial’ difficul¬ 
ties when settling on T&M 
Property Maintenance as the 
name of the operation. 

“I formed the business with my wife 
Maxine, so we went with her initial as one 
half of the name but, being born in Cardiff, 
I’ve been known as Taff ever since I left 
Wales,” said the 38-year-old Gillingham man. 

“So, if someone called out ‘Peter!’, I wouldn’t 
even think they were were talking to me, so 
we had to go with a T.” 

The former Royal Engineer, who also 
notched 20 years in construction, decided to 
start his own business after being made 
redundant in June and has become the first 
recipient of a £1,000 Partners for Growth 
start-up grant from Medway Council. 
Further help has come from the Royal 
British Legion. 

He and Maxine have previously worked 
together at the Dockside shopping develop¬ 
ment in Chatham and plan to offer private 
and commercial small build works, general 
repairs, decorating, cleaning, window clean¬ 
ing and garden maintenance. 

Taff said: “This start-up grant will really 
help get the business off the ground as it will 



help with the costs associated with setting 
up, such as marketing and administration as 
well as other expenses. 

“The council has also provided me with 
training to run my business. Giving local peo¬ 


ple the help they need to start a new business 
is a really good thing to do in this difficult 
economic climate. 

“My business plan has made a provision to 
take on six staff and I hope to employ four of 
these by April. With the council giving us this 
grant, we will be able to help other people in 
Medway by creating work for them.” 

Peter and Maxine were also provided with 
courses such as book-keeping and employ¬ 
ment law training through Medway Council’s 
Business Link service.

Stalled housing sites given £9m Kickstart 


WORK on two stalled housing developments in Deal and Medway 
have gained a £9 million cash injection from the Government 
Kickstart programme. 

Work will resume within weeks on 103 homes at St Mary’s Island, 
Chatham, including 67 eco-friendly homes for the open market, 15 homes 
for social rent and 21 for low-cost home ownership. 

The second project is 50 homes for the open market, plus much need¬ 
ed community services including a doctor’s surgery and a community 
centre, in Cannon Street, Deal. 

Both projects were among 26 shortlisted during the summer for 
Government funding, which also included another in Ashford. Total 
Kickstart funding for the South East is £43.27m, earmarked for 964 
homes. South East minister Jonathan Shaw said: “The construction 
industry, which has suffered during the recession, needs this cash injec¬ 


tion to kick-start work on building sites, to provide much needed prop¬ 
erties. In the South East more than 200,000 households are on council 
waiting lists and more than 7,500 homeless households are living in tem¬ 
porary accommodation. 

“The two schemes are also offering local labour apprenticeships, so we 
are creating jobs, developing skills,and providing homes.” 

Further Kent projects may benefit from a second wave of Kickstart 
funding worth £500m. 

But the Government insists it is getting value for every Kickstart 
pound, as two thirds of funding must be repaid, with less than a fifth con¬ 
sisting of direct grant to support developers and the rest used to fund 
affordable homes as part of the programme. And only developers who 
have accepted a realistic current market price for their land have been 
eligible for this investment.

PEOPLE are braced for another'Scroogesque’ Christmas, 
with 71 per cent saying they have gone back to basics to 
manage dwindling funds, writes Andy Rogers. 


But men are more likely to flash 
the cash for Christmas, if they can. 

These are just some findings from 
a survey by modern pawnbrokers, 
the Money Shop chain, which has 
some 15 branches across the county 
- two each in Canterbury and 
Maidstone and three in Medway. 

Of the two sexes, men are most 
buoyant about the coming celebra¬ 
tions - 35 per cent say they will still 
spend on the festive trimmings. 

But almost twice as many women 
as men say they are scrimping and 
saving for this Christmas (41 per 
cent) and only half, compared with 
men, are prepared to fritter their 
hard-earned cash on luxury gifts 
(42 per cent). 

Some women (12 per cent) say 
they will they will even hock their 
‘bling’ - jewellery and other valu¬ 
ables - to make ends meet at 
Christmas. 

Splash out 

Overall Kent shoppers have cut 
their budget (32 per cent) and only 
a hardy two per cent are deter¬ 
mined to splash out and spoil then- 
loved ones to try to make up for 
another dire financial year. 

Andrew Bryan of the Money Shop 


said Kent consumers appear to be 
taking sensible measures to save 
cash where they can, with 35 per 
cent actively seeking tips for a 
thrifty Christmas, 29 per cent fixing 
a spending cap per person and 12 
per cent even cashing in unwanted 
gold and jewellery. 

Skimpy 

But he added: “Depending on who 
plays Santa’s little helper when it 
comes to braving the shops in the 
annual present dash, the residents 
of Kent could be in for a skimpy fes¬ 
tive season sparse on frivolity, or a 
bountiful bonanza of a bash com¬ 
plete with all the extravagance 
associated with a proper 
Christmas.” 

As for the Ghost of Christmas Yet 
to Come, he said Kent consumers 
are showing signs of optimism that 
2010 will bring a surge of improve¬ 
ment, with 22 per cent expecting 
their finances to improve come the 
New Year. 

But many still have familiar wor¬ 
ries about growing unemployment 
(31 per cent) the rising cost of living 
(70) and the threat of higher mort¬ 
gage interest rates (23).

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Increase in number of 
rugby injuries down to 
‘gym monkey’ culture

WITH rugby’s treatment tables 
seeing more action than ever 
before at international and 
Premiership level, Kent’s clubs 
have spoken out about the grow¬ 
ing concern over injuries. 

While some insist the problem is confined 
to the upper echelons of the sport, the 
increasing physicality of the game appears to 
have filtered down through the leagues, and 
coaches and players are split as to where the 
solution lies. 

Steve Reynolds, director of rugby at 
National League 2 South side Westcombe 
Park, revealed the situation has escalated 
in recent months and blamed the 'gym mon¬ 
key’ culture for the number of injuries occur¬ 
ring on a regular basis. 

He said: “We’re suffering far more with 
injuries than we have done before. Players 
are bigger - they’re spending too much time 
in the gym bulking up, and as a result 
impacts are harder. 

“I’d get rid of all padding. Even the juniors 
are going in harder because they’re wearing 
padding and the number of injuries will pre¬ 
vent other youngsters getting into rugby. 

“The longevity of players is crashing and 
in an ideal world I would start the season 
with six props and nine centres, because you 
pick up so many injuries in those positions.” 


Conversely, Medway first-team coach Taff 
Gwilliam believes more training and gym 
work is exactly what is needed to reduce 
injuries. 

The London 3 South East club implement¬ 
ed a strength and conditioning programme 
for the start of the season and Gwilliam says 
they are reaping the benefits. 

“The injury situation at Medway is no 
worse than last year because we prepared 
properly,” he said. “We’ve come up into in a 
higher league, where teams are physically 
bigger and impacts are greater, hence the 
new programme. 

“Players in lower divisions don’t train, they 
just turn up for the game on Saturday and 
that increases the risk of injury.” 

Mike Catt, director of rugby at Kent 1 side 
Cranbrook, said the situation at county level 


was comparable to that in the Premiership, 
where 25 per cent of players are reportedly 
unavailable at any one time. 

He said: “Impacts in the first-team are 
harder and we’re picking up three or four 
injuries every week. 

“It does worry me a little - players are 
wearing more padding and going into tack¬ 
les not worried about protection. Shirts and 
boots are more lightweight than they used to 
be, so that may also be a factor.” 

In London 1 South, injuries halved Dover’s 
squad from 32 to 16 earlier this season, but 
first XV captain Martyn Beaumont believes 
the problem is nothing new. 

“At our level, knocks are part and parcel of 
the game,” he said. “Players wear padding 
for cushioning, but it doesn’t make much 
difference.” 


Spencer remains true to her roots 


WHEN Catherine Spencer leads England 
out at Twickenham next Saturday afternoon, 
her thoughts will be of revenge as her side 
take on world champions New Zealand, writes 
Steve Tervet. 

However, the England captain is quick to 
acknowledge her rugby roots, having won 20 of 
her 49 international caps during her time at 
Folkestone RFC, and says the club she joined 
as a youngster will always retain a special 
place in her heart. 

England’s two-Test series against the Black 
Ferns will be the first time the sides have met 
since the Ferns triumphed in the 2006 World 
Cup final, with Spencer a member of the los¬ 
ing England side. 

With two Six Nations titles and two 
Nations Cup victories now under their belt, 
England are out to set the record straight 
and with Saturday’s match directly following 
the men’s international between the same

countries, and Spencer can’t wait for kick-off. 

“It’s going to be an amazing experience,” she 
said. “I’ve played at Twickenham a couple of 
times, but to go out as captain - not many 
people get to do that. 

“We haven’t played New Zealand for three 


years, since they beat us in 2006, and I’d be 
lying if I said that game isn’t still in our minds. 

“They’ve set the benchmark and they’re the 
team to beat, but we go into the game with a 
very good record ourselves.” 

Having captained England at Esher in yes¬ 
terday’s first meeting with the Ferns, Spencer 
will spend today back at Folkestone, watching 
the club’s Fillies side take on Aylesford and 
catching up with old friends. 

Although Spencer now plays and lives in 
Bristol, she says the south Kent club is very 
much her second home, especially as her 
parents live just four miles away, in Hythe. 

She said: “The club’s still very important to 
me, I still want to see them do well. I’ll be a part 
of that club forever, no matter where I’m living. 

“I’d like to think my success has impacted on 
women’s rugby at Folkestone. 

“I need to recognise I’m a role model for 
other players coming through.”

Visiting legend slams darts .chiefs for failure to unify with PDC

PHIL ‘The Power’ Taylor has 
criticised the British Darts 
Organisation (BDO)’s stance after 
it rejected an offer from the 
Professional Darts Corporation 
(PDC) to unify the sport. 

Taylor, the 14-time world champion, was in 
Gillingham this week with former ladies 
world champion Anastasia Dobromyslova, 
promoting a move by pool and snooker opera¬ 
tor Riley’s to put ‘Darts Zones’ into their clubs. 

The undisputed darts champion took time 
out to give his views on why the BDO decid¬ 
ed against joining the PDC and ending the 
ongoing rift that exists in the sport since the 
PDC broke away in 1993. 

PDC chairman Barry Hearn announced 
last month he was willing to pay £1 million 
to buy the BDO and invest the same amount 
to develop the amateur game. 

BDO founder Oily Croft turned down the 


offer immediately, saying the BDO was not 
for sale and branding the move as nothing 
more than a publicity stunt. 

Taylor feels the BDO’s decision was 


wrong, although he was happy with the 
PDC’s approach. 

He told Kent on Sunday: “What Barry did 
was a fantastic offer but instead of saying 


‘thank you but no thank you’ they insulted 
him and stuck two fingers up to him, which 
I thought was disrespectful. 

“Barry hasn’t done anything wrong, he’s 
just a promoter at the end of the day. 

“I’m actually pleased about it because I’m a 
big shareholder in the PDC and I’d rather we 
invested £2m into something else.” 

Taylor added the European Darts 
Championship to his already bulging trophy 
collection earlier this month. This weekend 
he began his assault on the Grand Slam of 
Darts in Wolverhampton as the PDC gear up 
for the World Darts Championship at 
Alexandra Palace next month. 

Despite dominating the sport for the best 
part of two decades, Taylor insists he never 
tires in his quest for more success. 

He said: “It’s a job, it’s what I do. I always 
think I’m poor so when I get up in the morn¬ 
ings I think what can I do to better myself, 
how can I improve and make a living for my 
family. 

“It’s not the money - that’s a bonus - it’s 
about winning, it’s about competing, it’s 
about enjoying it. I love it.” 


England ace ups stick

CATHY Gilliat-Smith admits it 
was a difficult decision to leave 
Canterbury for Sevenoaks but felt 
it was the only way to accommodate 
changes in her career.

The Kent-based gymnast led the British under-14 team to a clean sweep 
at the Coupe Avenir in Malmedy, Belgium, last weekend, claiming the indi¬ 
vidual all-around crown as well as the team prize, with golds on floor and 
rings completing a near-perfect weekend for the teenager.

Time to make Haye 


Briton’s heavyweight title win to give boxing 
a new lease of life, savs former champ Barry

A NEW British heavyweight cham¬ 
pion will help breathe new life into 
the sport and encourage more 
youngsters into boxing, according to 
former world featherweight cham¬ 
pion Barry McGuigan. 

More than 800,000 are believed to have 
paid to watch Bermondsey-born David Haye 
become the new WBA heavyweight champi¬ 
on last Saturday night, after he beat man- 
mountain Nikolai Valuev on points in 
Nuremberg, Germany. 

The fight - billed as David v Goliath on Sky 
Box Office because of the seven stone and 
llins difference between the two fighters - 
helped put boxing back in the spotlight after 
several years in the doldrums. 

Haye follows in the footsteps of boxing 
greats such as Lennox Lewis and Frank 
Bruno, who have both been heavyweight 
champions, and has the chance to continue 
promoting the division and the sport with 
potentially explosive fights against fellow 
heavyweight title-holders Vladimir and 
Vitali Klitschko next year. 

Interest 

Barry McGuigan, who has lived in Dargate 
near Faversham for the last 20 years, believes 
Haye’s rise to fame is a good thing for the sport 
and he fully expects to see a boom in interest. 

“There was a lot of people that watched the 
fight and it sparked great interest,” he told 
Kent on Sunday. “He is an attractive guy 
who is very articulate and he can punch hard 
and all of those things have made people 
interested in him. 

“It’s great for the sport that Britain now 
has a world champion and now there’s the 
chance of unification fights against the 
Klitschko brothers. He can transcend the sport.” 

McGuigan continues to coach at the 
Aylesham Boxing Club in Canterbury and 
has already noticed a surge in interest as a 
result of Haye’s achievement. The 49-year- 
old, who won 32 of his 35 professional fights, 
believes that a British world champion, com¬ 



bined with the Olympic Games coming to 
these shores in 2012, will help unearth more 
boxing talent in Kent. 

“[Haye] has stoked the interest again in 
casual boxing fans and has the chance to

take the heavyweight division - which is the 
sport’s shop window - firmly out of the 
doldrums and get it back to the Lennox Lewis 
days,” he said. 

“The interest in amateur boxing has gone 
through the roof as a result and with 2012 
around the corner, there’s a sense of anticipa¬ 
tion in the sport. 

“With the Olympics being held in 
Greenwich, the fast rail networks means 
international teams will want to use facilities 
in the county and that can only help. We’ve got 
some talented youngsters coming through, so 
it’s looking very positive.” 


Gowling a happy camper at Gills 


AFTER a nomadic start to his career, Josh 
Gowling has put his recent good form for 
Gillingham down to becoming settled off the 
pitch, writes David Pritchard. 

The 24-year-old has taken in a lot during 
his relatively short career, which started with 
frustration at being overlooked as a young¬ 
ster at West Brom, to a two-year stint in 
Denmark’s top flight, and relegation while on 
loan at Hereford last season. 

Defender Gowling joined the Gills this sum¬ 
mer following an unhappy year at Carlisle, 
much of which was spent on loan at strug¬ 
gling Hereford. 

After an uncertain start to his Gillingham 
career, he is now one of the first names on the 
team sheet, form he puts down to finding a 
place to live nearby. 

“It’s been brilliant playing regular football,” 
he said. “At Carlisle I was sitting around not 
doing a lot, so it’s been nice to come in here 
and they’re a great bunch of lads. 

“I’ve moved out of the hotel now - I was 
there for about 12 or 13 weeks which was a 
bit of a nightmare. You’re living out of your 
car, your stuffs everywhere and you just 
don’t really settle. I was on loan for a while 


but as soon as I got a contract I was looking, 
it makes a big difference having a place of 
your own.” 

In the absence of the injured Simon King, 

Gowling has had to adapt quickly at 
Priestfield and is now forming a promising 
partnership with Matt Fry, the club’s loan 
signing from West Ham. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson signed Gowling per¬ 
manently after the centre-back impressed on 
loan and is happy with his contribution so far. 

He said: “Josh has done well. Over the last 
couple of years he hasn’t had a lot of regular 
football, so for him it was about coming here 
and playing regularly and making a name for 
himself in the division.” 

The defender also helped recruit the 
squad’s latest signing, Manchester United 
striker Febian Brandy. The pair were on loan 
at Hereford last season and Gowling helped 
persuade the striker, who scored on his debut 
last weekend, to join on loan. 

He said: “I just said we have a great squad 
here, a good young manager and we want to 
do well and push up the league. Everything

THERE is no doubt in my mind 
that sport would be taking a 
backward step if it wasn’t for the 
fact we as a nation, are hosting 
the 2012 Olympic Games. 

Sport is being put at the top of the agenda 
once again and 2012 has really done that. If 
we hadn’t have got the Olympics then I 
think we could have been going backwards 
in sport, if I’m to be honest. 

There would have been other priorities, 
especially in light of the recession, and I 
don’t believe people would have looked at 
sport so favourably. 

Yet, while a lot of funding has been put at 
the high end of sport, there are question 
marks about whether we are seeing that fil¬ 
tering its way down to grassroots level. 

Is funding finding its way to grassroots? 
At the moment I would probably say, no. It’s 
now up to the National Governing odies to 
use the core funding from Sport England 
and UK Sport and ensure it finds it way 
from the elite level down to grassroots. 


One thing we have to do though, when the 
Games come to these shores in three year’s 
time, is ensure we capitalise on them as a 
county, and make the most of our close prox¬ 
imity to London. 

We have to be ready for it and we have to 
sell ourselves - we have an amazing county 
with great facilities that are continuously 
being developed and I think already, with 
the launch of the hugely successful Kent 
School Games, we are taking our responsi¬ 
bility seriously. 

The county is now selling itself to interna¬ 
tional teams and bidding for their world- 
class athletes to use gyms and sports ven¬ 
ues around the county. For young people in 
Kent, the experience of seeing elite athletes 
up close can only be a good thing. 

One other thing I feel we really need to do 
is be prepared for people who want to stay 
on after the Games, because that’s where 
the money will be spent. If we want to make 
money on the back of the Olympics, we have 
to make sure we are part of it and encour¬ 
age tourists to stay in the area once the 
Games have finished. 


THERE have been a couple of things in the 
news this week that hasn’t really painted 
athletics in its greatest light. 

Firstly, former European 1500-metre cham¬ 
pion Sureyya Ayhan Kop has been banned for 
life after failing a drugs test. 

It’s her second doping offence after 
obstructing a test before the 2004 Athens 
Olympics - the Games where I won gold in 
both the 800m and 1500m. 

When I heard the news, I must say it did 
not surprise me whatsoever. I think people 
who use drugs to enhance performance are

cheats and they should be banned for life. 

I went through a long hard journey to get 
where I got in athletics, so to see somebody 
just use performance-enhancing drugs, 
without putting that hard work in, well to 
me that’s just greed. 

Do people do it for the financial gain of 
being successful, or is it an easy way to get 
a medal? Because for me, that medal can’t 
mean that much if you know you’ve cheated 
to get there. 

The system is there to catch people now 


and the Anti-Doping Authority is making a 
lot of progress, but there are always going to 
be those out there who want to cheat the sys¬ 
tem because they can make money out of it. 

To me it’s just plain cheating and it’s not 
good for sport or for the young people who 
look up to sports men and women as role 
models. 

I’ve also kept in touch with the gender 
issue that has rocked athletics since South 
African athlete Caster Semenya won gold in 
the 800m final at the World Championships 
in Berlin. 

Firstly, I’d say I think it’s shocking that a 
report questioning her gender should 
come out and be made so public before 
an 18-year-old girl is about to take part in a 
major athletics event. 

She won at the World Junior 
Championships, so if there had been an 
issue about her gender then, she 
shouldn’t have been entered at Berlin. 

My personal view is that I don’t think she 
will run again, I don’t see how she can. She 
would be taking the world on her shoulders 
with the way it has been made so public and 
now administrators are being suspended for 
admitting they lied about certain things. 

It’s one young girl that’s been caught up in 
the mix and it’s not for anyone to make any 
strong judgements because there are so 
many question marks. 

How could they have done this to her? I 
think it was handled wrongly and shouldn’t 
have been made so public, I feel sorry for her 
and it’s humiliating for her to go through as 
a young person.

No iffs or putts 
as Benn loses 
his tour card 

BENN Barham suffered a nightmare finish 
to his season on Friday which saw the 
golfer lose his guaranteed place on the 
European Tour for next season. 

The 33-year-old, from Ashford, went into 
the JBWere Masters in Melbourne, 
Australia, needing a top-five finish to cata¬ 
pult him up the rankings at the end of a dis¬ 
appointing season. 

While Tiger Woods drew huge galleries 
at the Kingston Heath Golf Club, Barham 
began steadily. 

A level par round of 72 kept him firmly in 
contention on day one, but his hopes fell 
apart early on in round two. 

Dropping six shots in his opening nine 
holes on Friday, he plummeted down the 
leaderboard and never recovered, carding 
a six-over-par 78 to miss the cut. 

It meant Barham was unable to finish in 
the top-115 for the season, losing his card 
for next year. 

His last chance of getting on tour in 2010 
is a return to the notoriously difficult 
Qualifying School, but speaking ahead of 
this week’s tournament, the Chart Hills pro 
was relaxed about the prospect. 

He said: “The situation is not a matter of 
life and death and if anything, it has given 
me a kick to perform better next year. 

“I have been to Qualifying School four 
times before and if I have to do that I 
don’t think it will be a problem. My game 
has improved so much from the last time 
I was there.” 

Barham will go into the final stage of 
qualifying, held over six rounds at the PGA 
Golf de Catalunya in Spain. Beginning on 
November 28, the top 30 players receive a 
card to the 2010 European Tour season.

KENT’S double Olympic gold 
medallist, Dame Kelly Holmes, 
says British athletes need to start 
producing results and capitalise 
on the interest sparked by Usain 
Bolt’s achievements. 

The 39-year-old, who won gold at the 
Athens Games in 2004, went as far as saying 
100-metre Olympic and World champion 
Bolt, from Jamaica, has single-handedly 
saved the sport. 

“Athletics is now interesting because of one 
man, I’m sorry to say that, but the only 
reason athletics was popular this year was 
because of Bolt,” she said. 

Downward slide 

“There were more people that watched the 
World Championships because of that man 
and I don’t care, that’s the truth. 

“If that’s helped athletics be a sport that 
provides a platform to be more recognised 
then great, but I have to say, I think athletics 
has been saved by him.” 

Down the years, British hopes have been 
pinned on the likes of Sebastian Coe, Steve 
Ovett, Sally Gunnell, Linford Christie and 
Holmes herself, but in recent years athletics 
in this country has been on a downward slide. 

Holmes, who was born in Pembury and 
lives in Hildenborough, near Tonbridge, 
believes British athletics need a stand-out 
performer to help it thrive again, and to 
achieve something similar to the Bolt effect.

She said: “We haven’t done well as a sport 
in this country for quite a long time consider¬ 
ing how much funding that has gone into it - 
the performances that have come out the 
other end have been quite poor,” she said. 

“This year at Berlin that has changed a bit 
with the likes of Jessica Ennis and Lisa 
Dobriskey doing well. 

“But the sport need to have athletes that 
are the best in the world, not just for one 
year, they have to be over a period of time 
and I think that will get the interest back, 
because unfortunately it is star-led.”
